GRAPHICAL COMPARISON OF THE MILITARY FORCES OF GERMANY, FRANCE AND 
RUSSIA AT THE END OF 1886. 


In view of the possibilities of an outbreak m 
Europe, we present here a comparison of the mili- 
tary forces of Germany, France and Russia at the 
end of 1886. This graphical presentation of their 
relative strength is based upon the statistics which 


follow:

The French “‘Revue de Cavalrie” for April, 1886, 
estimates that on the first day of mobilization 
France could put on foot 33,432 cavalry, and Ger 
many, under conditions absolutely identical, 60,- 
450, gradually increasing their respective forces un- 
til on sixth or seventh day, France, having recalled 
her cavalry from Africa, would have 48,336 men and 
Germany 64,449. In October it tells that the French 
cavalry actually comprises seventy regiments of 280 
squadrons and 1,400 platoons. 
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In 1870 the German Army was in round numbers 
378,000, and that of France 359,000. In 1881 Germany 
427,000 and France 444,000. Thus it would appear 
that Germany has lost ground relatively. Mean- 
time, however, the population of France has not 
increased relatively to that of Germany; indeed, it 
remains nearly stationary. The enormous burden 
France is bearing isshown by a comparison between 
her war budget and that of Germany, 205 to 111 
millions, and the military expenditure per head of 
population, $21.57 to $9.53. It is obvious that this 
strained condition cannot continue indefinitely. 
General Boulanger's new measure provides for an 
increase of nearly 44,000 men in the peace effective 
of the French Army. This relative, as well as actual, 
increase in the military strength of France is fore- 
ing Germany into a position which may compel her 
to take the initiative, whether she will or no. “ The 
whole of Europe,” said Count Von Moltke in his re- 
cent speech on the war budget, “is bristling in 
armor. Whether we turn our eyes to the right, or 
to the left, we find our neighbors fully armed, and 
armed ina manner which must in time be insup- 
portable, even in a rich country. The demand 
which we are now called upon to meet is made in 
order that the peace of Europe, which has been 
hitherto preserved with so much difficulty, may 
continue to be maintained. Should we reject this 
bill, we shall incur a most serious responsibility, 
perhaps for the misery of a hostileinvasion. By 
great sacrifices we have acquired what so many 
Germans longed for—the unity of Germany. May 
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she also be united on this question. The whole 
world knows we intend to make no conquests. May 
it also know that we intend keeping what we have, 
that we are determined and armed to do so.”

THE liberal pension legislation this session has 
thrown considerable extra work upon the Adjutant 
General’s Office, and in order to meet the emer- 
gency Adjutant General Drum has issued an order 
requiring all clerks and employees in the enlisted 
volunteer service and enlisted volunteer pension 
branches, to report for duty from 6.30 to 9.30 in the 
evenings in addition to the day work. Majors 
Warp and Woop are the Assistant Adjutant Gen- 
erals in charge of these branches. 








THE difficulties anticipated by many in the de-~ 
tails of buying and issuing under the ‘* General 
Storekeeper” system recently adopted for the 
Navy, will probably be found to be no greater than 
those which exist under similar circumstances on 
board a man of-war in commission in a foreign port, 
Here the paymaster of the ship is the official pur- 
chaser of everything bought by the commander’s 
order. His duties in the premises consists in being 
able to certify, by due inquiry, that the goods are 
bought at the lowest market price, and that the 
articles are of good quality. One.great benefit to 
be derived from the new order of things lies in the 
various heads of departments and chiefs of bureau 
being relieved from that incubus, ‘‘ proposals for 
material.” With a fair degree of good luck dur~ 
ing the few tentative steps attending the disruption 
of the old and the inauguration of the new, itis be- 
lieved that time will demonstrate the practical 
wisdom of Secretary Warrney’s ‘‘ Circular No. 85,” 
to commandants, commanding officers of vessels, 
and general storekeepers. 








A OORRESPONDENT wakes the excellent suggestion 
that competent architects be employed to design the 
buildings for our new Army posts, a suggestion 
which has, we believe, been already acted upon in 
the cise of the proposed new post at Chicago, Our 
correspondent says: ‘“‘ At almost every post 
we have buildings which are monuments, 
more or less colossal, of the general stupidity 
of some post commander or post quarter- 
master, when their energy or whims prompt them 
to try their hands at an unlearned profession, 
Where, in all this immense land of ours, is there one 
decent military post outside of permanent works f* 
According to our information these mistakes are 
being repeated in planning the new buildings fer 
Forts Robinson, Russell, Niobrara and elsewhere. 
It is the mission of our Army officers to enforce 
upon the country the necessity for training for their 
particular profession: do not let them be carriéd 

away by the conceit that it includes the training for 

all other professions. ‘‘A little knowledge is a dah- 
gerous thing” in this asin other matters. Money 

wisely expended on architects will result in a saving 

in the cost of buildings, act to speak of the addition 


to and comfort and convenience. .

Committee on Invalid Pensions says the poet dedi- 
cated himself during the war to the unceasing care, 
as a volunteer nurse, of our egick and wounded sol- 
diers, and his almost devotional ministrations were 
well known to the citizens of Washington and of the 
Nation. The report includes many extracts from 
newspaper articles, interviews with well known 
persons as evidences of the poet’s faithful service 
during the war and his present dependent condition. 


A Paris correspondent says: ‘*M. Emile Zola has 
a very poor idea of the military ardor of the French 
peasants. Unbosoming himself lately to a person 
who asked his opinion on the burning question of 
the day, the author of the ‘ L’Assommoir’ said that 
there was no patriotism among the country folk, 
save perhaps those dwelling onthe frontiers. Only 
lately it was a common thing for peasant conscripts 
to mutilate their fingers or to cut off one of their toes 
so as to avoid the burdens of military service. M. 
Zola’s severe criticism is founded on personal ob- 
servation, as he is preparing ‘human documents’ 
for a book on the peasantry.”’ 


A CORRESPONDENT, referring to the article in the 
Kansas City Times eoncermog Captain Cass Dur- 
ham, 18th U. 8. Inf., from which we quoted in our 
issue of January 22, says: That article is calculated 
to give to the service at large a wrong impression, 
viz., that Captain Durham is trying to obstruct the 
natural flow of promotion in bis regiment by oppos- 
ing his retirement. We happen to know that Cap- 
tain Durham applied months ago to be retired, but 
the War Department, of course, has not the power 
to take immediate action. I fancy the sentiment of 
a large majority of the officers of the 18th is voiced 
when I say there is no desire to “crowd” Captain 
Durham, but rather a wish that he were able to re- 
turn to duty. 


Or the late Gen. Ebenezer Swift, U.S. A.. there 
have been some interesting reminiscences publisbed. 
At the battle of Molino del Rey, Gen. Worth ordered 
him to fall back in with one of our moving lines, 
saying: ‘*You are drawing fire from the enemy’s 
artillery at a Dr. Swift, who was 
earnestly engaged, did not look up from his work, 
and on account of smoke, dust, and noise, did not 
recognize the person addressing him, and simply re- 
plied: ‘I will, in a moment, after another amputa- 
lion, sir.” He had not discovered that our lines had 
been driven back in disorder by the enemy, and 
that he was exposed to a fire in front and upon our 
right flank. Gen. Swift several times commanded 
troops and forts on the Indian frontier; was mili- 
tary aid to Governor Walker in the Kansas troubles, 
and in the t War of the Rebellion was recom- 
mended for promotion for gallant conduct at the 
battle of Stone River and iu other engagements, for 
all of which he received three brevet commissions, 
the highest that of Brigadier-General. During the 
reconstruction in the South, be was for over a year 
Mayor of the city of Vicksburg.

Henry Watterson, of the Louisville Courier-

tuin liue of military policy. He was equally rigid in 
his personality. Like Mr. Cleveland he was opstin- 
ate and upright. He resisted all remonstrance. He 
repelled all suggestion. Herefused all information. 
He became odious to the rank and file. Finally bis 
Generals. unable to stand it longer, signed a round 
robin to Jefferson Davis, who—another striking 
example of perverse integrity—would listen to noth- 
ing. Then the crash came. The next time the sol- 
diers who had sworn in their hearts that they would 
fight no more battles under Braxton Bragg—the 
brave and loyal boys of the trenches who had made 
the name of American manhood glorious and re- 
nowned at Shiloh, Perryville, Murfreesboro, and 
Chickamauga—threw away their guns at Missionar 
Ridge and fled unfrightened from an,impregnabie 


position.”

RECENT DEATHS, 

A DESPATCH from Fort Leavenworth, referring to 

the suicide, Jan. 27, of Lieut. Peter Campbell, 18th 
U. 8. Infantry, says: * The causes, so far as can be 
learned, were depression of mind, ill health, and a 
reported infraction of military discipline which it is 
thought would not have led to any serious conse- 
quences. The court for his trial was about to meet 
Jan. 27, and rather than go before it to answer to 
the: charge he preferred death. Lieut. Campbell 
was appointed quartermaster of Camp Morrow, 
near New Kiowa, in the summer of 1885. There was 
concentrated at that point twenty-nine companies 
and the duties required of him were very exacting. 
The amount of property in his charge was consider- 
able and it is always the rulein such cases that 
years pass before the accounts are settled by the 
Department. Shortly after being relieved from this 
duty he was written to by the Quartermaster-General 
in reference to the papers pertaining to the property 
returns. No attention was paid by him to this let- 
ter, when he received asecond. This was aleo neg- 
lected. Then the Quartermaster-General appealed 
to the Lieutenant-General of the Army to request 
Campbell to answer. This was done, and the officer 
was also requested to explain, through official mili- 
tary channels, why he had failed to answer. No re- 
sponse was received from him by either Quarter- 
master or Lieutenant-General, when the latter, Jan. 
14, directed that he be brought to trial. Jan, 19 
Gen, Willcox directed Gen. McCook to formulate 
the charges, provided Lieut. Campbell had not taken 
steps before Jan. 14 to comply with the orders pre- 
viously received by him.” The funeral took place 
Jan. 28, concerning which the Kansas City Times 
says: “The last sad rites were performed with full 
military honors, the religious services being con- 
ducted by Chaplain Barry. The funeral cortege 
was avery long one, nearly all the enlisted men of 
the garrison turning out to show their respect for 
him whoin life they regarded as an exceptionally 
kind man and officer and every inch a gentleman. 

lt can be said with truthfulness that more genuine 
regret and sorrow existed among those who followed 

the remains for the untimely doath of the heutenant 
than that over any death that bas occurred here for 

years. Lieut. Campbell was a victim to red tape. 

In his death the country has lost a faithful servant 

and the Army an officer who always had the respect 

of his superior authorities and those who came 

under his command.”

Campbell embraces 
long and active seryice during the War of the Rebel- 
liov, as Private and Corporal of Coapeng G, 33d 
New York Volunteers, May 22d, 1861, to March 24th, 
1862; Corporal and Sergeant of Company H, and 
Sergeant Major l4th New York Heavy Artillery, 
Nov. 13th, 1 to June 23d, 1865, and 2d Lieut. in the 
latter organization, June 24th, 1865, until honorably 
mustered out Aug. 26th, 1865. 

Joining the 18th U. 8. saeeey on the 12th day of 
January, 1871, be rose, by faithful and intelligent 
performance of duty, successively from private, 
through the various intermediate grades of non- 
commissioned officer, to the position of Quartermas- 
ter Sergeant and Sergeant Major, and on the 24th of 
June, 1880, received bis well-merited commission as 
2d Lieut. in the 18th Inf. 

With conspicuous fidelity be served during the 
active operations of the war, and his more recent 
services are so closely interwoven with the regiment 
to which be belonged as to render necessary only 
this brief summary to remind us of his worth and 
usefulness as an officer, while as an individual he 
possessed among the decided qualities of bis mind 
and heart such sympathy, kindness, generosity and 
charity as to insure his grateful remembrance, not 
merely within but beyond the circle of the regiment 
to which he was most endeared. 

As a mark of respect to the memory of Lieutenant 
os the officers of the regiment will wear the 
usual badge of mourning for thirty days. 


Brev. Bric. GENERAL NAPOLEON B. MCLAUGHLEN, 
Major U. 8. Army, retired, died of apoplexy at 
Middletown, N. Y., January 27, in the 65th year 
of his age. He was a native of Vermont, enlisted in 
the 2d Dragoons in May, 1850, and rose to sergeant. 
He served as an enlisted man to March 27, 1861, 
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when he was appointed 2d Lieutenant of the Ist 
U. 8. Cavalry, became 1st Lieutenant 4th Cavalry in 
May, 1861, and Captain 4th Cavalry July 17, 1862. In 
October of that year he was appointed Colonel of 
the Ist Mass. Infantry, served in that capacity until 
May, 1864, and in the following September was ap- 
pointed Colonel of the 57th Mass. Infantry, and was 
mustered out of the Volunteer Service August 10, 
1865. May 17, 1876, he was promoted Major 10th U.S. 
Cavalry, and was retired at his own request June 26, 
1882. During the war he served with great merit, 
receiving the brevet of-Major for gallantry at 
Chancellorsville, of Lieutenant-Colonel for gallan- 
try at Gettysburg, of Colonel for Fort Steedman, 
Va., and of Brigadier General for gallant aud meri- 
torious services in the field during the war. He also 
received the brevet of Brigadier General of Volun- 
teers for gallant and distinguished services at Pop- 
lar Grove Church, Va. The remains were interred 
at Worcester, N. Y. He leaves a widow.

MORE BAD COOKING FOR THI ARMY. 


Toe N. Y. Times says: “ It haslong been the gen- 
eral feeling among Army officers that a large per- 
centage of desertions are caused by bad cooking. 
Commissary-General Macfeely has shared this opin- 
iow, and in his anpual reports for some years he has 
recommended an appropriation for the employment 
of a skilled corps of cooks. He has always asserted 
that the complaints of the men were not due to the 
bad quality of the fvod, but to the manner in which 
it was prepared and served. It has been vustomary 
to select an enlisted man io serve as company cook, 
and he has usually never worked iu a kitchen be- 
fore. His fellow soldiers are the sufferers from 
his ignorance. Secretary Endicott warwly indorsed 
the recommendation of Gen. Macfeely, but Repre- 
sentative Br. had a provis:on for the employment 
of eooks stricken out of the Army bill, which bas just 
passed the House, and Gen. feely fears that the 
Army will be obliged to content itself with badly 
cooked food for another year. Gen. Macfeely thinks 
that if the stomachs of the enlisted men are properly 
cared for there will be comparatively few deser- 
tious, and that money saved out of the appropria- 
ation for the apprehension and conviction of deser- 
ters would ~——r the Government for any outlay for 
cooks. The War Department will make an effort to

THE FORTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 


The Senate Military Committee on Tuesday 
adopted favorable reports on the bills to effect a re- 
arrangement of grades of officers in the Adjutant- 
Geveral’s Department of the Army, and appropri- 
ating $250,000 for the construction of a volunteer 
soldiers’ home west of the Rocky Mountains. The 
nomivations of the two chaplains also received 
favorable action. A number of other bills of a 
private and imporeant nature were disposed of. 

Mr. Evarts (Rep., N. Y.,) has introduced a bill for 
“ the purchase of John Ericsson’s Destroyer and ten 
enlarged steel vessels of the same type for defend- 
ing the harbors of the United States’’ (appropriat- 
ing pie and $2,000,000 for these purposes respec- 
tively. 

The retary of War on Thursday transmitted to 
the Seuute a letter from James B. Newlin, Sergeant, 
Signal Corps, U, 3. A., asking, in the event of the 
transferring of the Corps toa civil department, that 
provision be made whereby those members of the 
Corps who desire to take advantage of the law 
granting retired pay to men having served 30 years 
in the Ariny will not be deprived of this mght. Act- 
ing Signal Officer Greely, in an endorsement, says 
there are about 40 men in the Signal Corps who have 
served from 15 to 28 years in the Army, and who, he 
says, are looking forward to the time when they 
will be placed on the Army retired list in their old 


age. 

eT he President Jan. 31 approved the act granting 
pensions to the soldiers aud sailors of the Mexican 
war. 

An estimate of $25,000 to supply deficiency in Arm 
mileage fund for the remainder of the current fise 
year was submitted to the House on Friday. 

Mr Bragg introduced a bill (H. R. 10995) to prevent 
unauthorized persons from wearing badges, but- 
tons, decorations, or devices, indicating enlistment 
or commission and muster into the military or 
Naval service of the United States during the War 
of the Rebellion.

** Whereas, the belligerent tone of the Canada 
press and the announcement that Great Britain will 
shortly dispatch a fleet of war ships to cruise in the 
vicinity of our northeastern coast line indicate hos- 
tility toward the United States, growing out of our

“Whereas, Admiral Porter has directed special at- 
tention of the country to the fact that tweutv-seven 
of our Atlantic, Gulf and Pacific harbors are abso- 
lutely defenceless, eleven of these, namely, New 
York, San Francisco, Boston, the lake ports, Hamp- 
ton Roads, New Orleans, Philadelphia, Washington. 
Baltimore, Portland, Me.,and the Rhode Island 
ports of Narragansett Bay are in urgent need of im- 
mediate defences; and 

“Whereas, it is alleged that Great Britain and Can- 
ada are in possession of charts and exemplifications 
of all our harbors and coast defences: Therefore, 

“Be it resolved, That the President be, and he is 
hereby requested, as Commander-in-Chief of the 
Army and Navy, to inform the House of Represent- 
atives'at an early day what steps, if any, are neces- 
sary, in his judgment, to provide for this emer- 
gepcy.”’ 

Mr. Bragg asked: “Isit not ratherin the nature of 
treason, when we are in such dangerous times as 
these, to advertise to the enemy our unprotected 
condition?” To which Mr. Lawler replied: ‘ They 
know our condition better than we do ourselves.”’ 

The “ war talk”’ in and out of Congress bas at last 
awakened members to the importanve of the ship 
and gun questions, and there is now a tolerably fair 
prospect of something being done toward building 
up our defences. There are a variety of measures 
before Congress, and to them bas been added the 
bill of Mr. McAdoo, and the following bill adopted 
by a sub-committee of Messrs. Herbert, Lore, 
Thomas, Goff and Wise, and approved by the full 
committee, who will,in a few days, demand its con 
sideration by the House: 

That the President of the United States is hereby author- 
ized to have constructed, by contract, two steel cruisers, 
each of about 4,000 tons displacement, of the type of the 
Newark, or Cruiser Number One, with the best types of 
modern engines, boilers and machirery, at a cost, exclusive 
of armament, of not more than $1,300,000 each ; 4 steel gun- 
boats, each of about 1,700 tons displaceinent, of the type of 
Gunboat Number One, at a cost, exclusive of armament, of 
not more than 000 each ; ove cruising steel torpedo-boat, 
of not more than 159 feet nor less than 135 feet in length, to 
bave a maximum speed, tested over a Government knot- 
course, of not less than 24 knots per hour, and a speed, with 
weigh's on board equivalent to the necessary armament and 
stores for sea service, of not less than 20 knots per hour, for 
six consecutive hours, and to cost, exclusive of armament, 
not more than $100,000; said torpedo-boat to be completed 
and tested within 12 months from the date of signing the

Sec. 2. Each of aforesaid vessels shal! be built, as ‘near as 
may be, in compliance with the provisions of the act of 
August 3, 1886, entitled “An act to increase the Naval 
Estabhshment.”

HORSES FOR OUR CAVALRY. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the New York Sun quotes 
W. W. Davis, of Rapid City, Dakota—a frontier 
newspaper man who has visited most of the Army 
posts east of the Rockies—as saying: ‘ There is 
scarcely a good horsein the Army. The universal 
complaint which cavalry men make about their 
mounts is that the horses can’t keep up on their 


This Davis ascribes to the penne of doctored 
horses, which, he thinks, ‘‘ is shown by the fact that 
ten per cent. of all horses purchased are condemned 
as unfit for use on arrival at the Western pcsts. The 
journey West gives the animals time to get rid of 
the effects of the drugs. The rest of the horses can 
be used, but they are not at all well fitted for the 
service for the reason that they have not been raised 
properly. They are grain-fed, while cavalry horses 
out here must live as the cattle do on the ranges— 
they must rustle. In a2tual service they get nothing 
but grass. Like other tenderfeet, they lose courage 
the minute the grub gets short. In afew days’ bard 
riding it is no uncommon thing to see sixty or 
seventy led horses following a command. They 
have given out, bushed. The Army could not catch 
the Apaches because the Apaches had better mounts; 
besides, their horses did not have to carry such loads 
—in all, about-300 Ibs.”’ 

“What is the remedy?’ Davis was asked. “Do 
you think mustangs should be purchased ?” 

“No. Good grass-fed horses can be purchased, 
but I understand that a movement is on foot to 
establish Government stud farms for breeding 
horses for the service. Theidexis not new. The 
French Government maintains four such farms. 
When Maximilian came over to conquer Mexico be 
brought a lot of Government-bred horses, and many 
of them were left bebind at the exodus. Down in 
Durango, Mexico, the range horses have been im- 
mensely improved by crossing with these horses 
brought over by the Frenchmen. There are some 
objections to the proposed invovation, but it would 
produce a class of horses well adapted for the service 
iustead of th® present worthless lot of animals that 
United States cavalrymen have to use. Whether 
practical or not, this scheme will be pushed. If it 
doesn’t pan out, then some way of getting grass-fed 
or range horses should be devised.” 














ABANDONING FORT RIDGELY. 


ADJUTANT GENERAL KELTON has given an inter- 
esting reminiscence of how the Government hap- 
pened toabandon Fort Ridgely, in Minnesota. In 
1862 Kelton was then a lieutenant on duty in Minne- 
sota. The Government had erected a fort, and the 
various necessary buildings, and called it Fort 
Ridgely. By some oversight Congress had neglected 
to make a military reservation. Under the eye of 
the law it was part of the public domain. Now 
there was a very sharp post trader there who simply 
entered a claim for the quarter section of land upon 
which the fort stood, amounting to 160 acres. He 
prepared to take possession, and coolly offered to 
sell the Government its own property back again 
for $25,000. About this time Secretary Stanton took 
ahand and had the post trader arrested and sent 
to the Old Capitol Prison in Washington. The 
trader was stubborn, however, and Stanton was 
obliged to release him. The Secretary of War, how- 
ever did not propose to allow the trader to force 
the Government to buy the property, so he aban- 
doned the fort and left if in his bands. This is the 
only instance where the Government has been asked 
to buy one of its own forts.

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RELATIVE PROSPECTS FOR PROMOTION. 


AcCOMPANYING the Senate Military Committee's 
favorable report on the bill for a’ reorganization of 
the Adjiatant General's Department is the following 
table, compiled by the Assistant Adjutant Generals 
ou duty at the War Department, showing the rela- 
tive prospects of majors in the several staff depart- 
ments and line of the Army, respectively, based 
upou the present organization: 
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It will be remembered that in the Medical Depart- 
ment the officers enter as Ist L nants, and be- 
come Captains after 5 years’ service, and that in the 
Pay Department the majority of the officers are ap- 
pointed from civil life and all are Majors at the 
start. In this last department the prospect for pro- 
motion will be proportionately increased when the 
number of Majors (42) isreduced to the requirements 
of law (29). Furthermore, there is a provision of 
law that officers of the Pay Department, unlike any 
other officers in the Arey. can be retired after 
twenty years’ service. Officers of the Engineer 
Corps and Ordnance Department, after fourteen 
years’ service as Lieutenants, are entitled to promo- 
tion to the rank ot Captain. 








LEGISLATION FOR THE ARMY. 


Unper the skillful management of Gen. Bragg 
the House at the evening session, Feb. 1, which was 
specially beld fur the consideration of business from 
the Military Committee, passed forty-seven meas- 
ures, some of them of considerable importance to 
the Army. Some opposition baving developed to 
the two Senate bills, No. S. R. 73, for the acceptance 
ofthe Chicago wilitary site, and 8S. 1490, to amend 
Article of War 103, to increase the efficiency and re- 
duce-expenses of the Army, they were withdrawn 
without being brought toa vote. The provisions 
cutting off longevity pay of retired officers and pro- 
viding for the tattooing of deserters were the chief 
obstacles in the way offthe passage of the last men- 
tioved vill, ahd. it was the opposition to them that 
prompted Gen. Bragg te withdraw the bill. Among 
the bills passed were the following:

As many of them are like- 
ly to pass the Senate, and therelhy become laws, this 
session, we give the text of the moreimportant ones. 
TheSenate bill for the relief of the hospitai stewards, 
with the committee’s amendments, was published in 
the JouRNAL of Jan. 22. The only changes. madein 
the bill as passed were the reduction of pay to hes- 
pital stewards of from $50 to $45, and of privates of 
the hospital corps of from $15 to $313 per month.. The 
former amendment was adopted on motion of Mr. 
Steele and the latter on motion of Gen. rage. 

The bills reached the Senate on the following day, 
and were all referred to the Mili Committee, 
with the exception of the Senate bill for the estab- 
lishment of a military post near Denver, Col., which 
goes to the President for his approval, and the 
House bill for the reorganization of the Adjutant 
General’s Department, which was laid on the table, 
a Senate bill of the same purport having already 
been reported frem the committee. There is no 
doubt about the final passage of this bill. 








McCLELLAN’S OWN STORY. 


THE N. Y. Evening Pcst has an exhaustive review 
of McClellan’s Own Story, in the course of which it 
says: 

Three questions are definitely raised by himself as the cen- 
tral ones in his public life: Did the Admuinistration aad the 
party-in pore endeavor to force him into premature move- 
ments? d they afterwards withhold the means necessary 
to achieve success? And did — this knowingly and 
wickedly, rx! “ treasonably” ng to involve the coun- 
try in ruin if they might thereby ruin him? [If this issue 
had not been thus tendered in the additions to the book 
written since 1881, it would seem incredible that any intelli- 
gent person could, at this distance from the war and jts 
es hold any such opinion. ... Asa military man Mc- 

‘ellan must have known that pot a single writer upon our 
military history, of any repute whatever, thinks or believes 
that the supposed state of the case assumed by him when he 
peaaee his report of 1863, was the true one. The facts, as he 

lieved them then, aud as we know them now, differ in 
such essential particulars that arguments which were plaus- 
ible then are,now wortbiess. It is worse than blindness to 
popess the old accusations and the old justifications, without 
acknowledging or showing any sign of recognition of the 
truth that his assumed facts arejessentially wrong. 

The Comte de Paris is quoted as showing that 
McClellan attributed to Johnston in the middle of 
October, 1861, “‘an effective force of 150,000 men, 
whereas, in reality, at the close of the month, it 
counted but 66,243 men in all, of whom but 44,131 
were in active service (sous les drapeauxr).” The 
same author gives McClellan's force on the 15th of 
October as 133,201, and the official reports state the 
oo present for duty as 147,695. The Post says 
of this: 

Is it conceivable that, twenty years afterwards, the Gen- 
eral of that great army should write his “Own Story,” and 

et not show even consciousness that sucti questions bad 

n asked, though be aggravates the form in which he 
eharges. every one with disnovorable and unpatriotic 
motives who condemn hisdelays? Could he be ignorant that 
otlicers of that army, like Gen. Webb, who ha eir 
eaps for him with as great enthusiasm as ever greeted him 
when he rode through the camps, had been forced whea 
sitting down to write ator. to declare the,truth to be that 
the yd gare in our long list of questions were facts, and 
that the “ifs” might be discarded. * * * McClellan knew 
that those who bad investigated the subject since the close 
of the war were pearly uvanimous in taking the views of 
the facts thus inaicated. Yet in regard to the Peninsular 
campaign, as in reference to the preceding delay in the lines 
at Washington, he wholly ignores the vital question of the 
Confederate strength, except as he republishes with little 
change the strange estimates he made when the campaign 
was in progress. Ly what mental process he could conciude 
that a more injurious form of charging criminal intentions 
upon the Government would supply the place of intelligent 
discussion of these central facts, we try in vain to discover. 

Just after McClellan's assignment to command the 
Division of the Potomac, July 27, 1862, he sent to 
Scott the manifesto, in which he put on record a 
warning that he wasin command of an inferior force 
and that there was imminent danger that the Con- 
federates would attack Washington. Of this the 
Post says: 

Scott immediately felt it to be one of thecommon devices 
by wiich an ambitious subordinate seeks to entrench him- 
self at the expense of bis superior, and sent it to the Secre- 
tary of War with somo’ caustic comments. If, now, the 
enemy's force was in fact less than 40,000, and, after waitmg 
three weeks for the initiative the enemy would not take, the 
President, Cabinet, and Gen. Scott began to insist upon 
somethiug being done on our side, and Me‘ ‘lellan would not 
hear of anything. but the defensive, is it strange Scott 
should “ rmse a row with me”? And yet McClellan writes 
his * Own Story without reference to the question of the 
actual force of the Confederate Army at that time, aceord- 
ing to present evidence. . . . Beauregard and Johnston 
have published their memoirs, and show that they knew the 
superiority of McClellan's force and had‘ no thought of at- 
tacking Washingten. In this controversy, then, we are 
driven to conclude that Scott was right and McClellan was 
wrong. Yet the latter adhered to his illusion, and w 
contemptuous in his treatment of the old General, whose 
judgment was the better one. . . . On Nov. 30, his official 
report showed his force * nt for duty * 102,727, with 248 
pieces of field artillery and 133 heavy. If, when he wrote his 
“Own Story,” he had 7, evidence to show that the enemy 
at this time exceeded 50,00), it not beeu given to the 
world. The analogy of the situation when he was preparing 
the “ paper ” mentioned, with that when he was’ similarly 
“making up a record” against Gen. Scott three months 
earlier, will strike the most casual reader. 








GETTYSBURG AND METZ, 


Durrne the Franco-Prussian warI képé a map of 
the field of operations witb colo that were 
moved from day to day to indicate the movements 
of the two armies. azaine had been driven to 
shelter at Metz. McMahon had been driven back to 
the route leading from Paris to Metz and seemed in 
doubt whether he would go to Paris or to Bazaine's 
relief. He suffered himself to be forced north of 
the route between these points, On the morning 
that the wires brought us that information, two or 
three uf the French Creoles of New Orleans visited 
my office to inquire my views of the movements 
then proceeding. I replied, ** McMahon's army will 
be -prisoners of warin ten days.’’ They were very 
indignant, and stated that I was a Republican and 
in sympathy with the Prussians. Myreply was that 
I had only given them my solution of a military 
problem. The Prussians were on the shorter route 
to Paris or to Metz, so that if McMahen should 
attempt to move in either direction the Prussians, 
aviiling themselves.of the shorter line:, would inter- 
pose and forve.McMahon to attack, but be bad 
already been so beaten and demoralized that he 





gould not be expected to make a successful attack, 
and would therefore be obliged to surrender. If he 





had gone directly to Paris before giviog up the 
shorter route, it is possible that he could have organ- 
ized a succoring army for the relief of Metz. 

Had we interposed between Meade and Washifig- 
tou our army in almost as successful prestige as was 
that of the Prussiaus, Meade would have.been ob- 
liged to attack us wherever we might be pleased te 
have him. He would have been badly beaten like 
the French, and the result would have been simular.

SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 


Tae Supdry Civil bill, as passed by the Senate this 
week, contains the following items of interest to the 
Army and Navy which have been added to the bill 
since it left the House : : 

For the expenses of a preliminary reconnaissance, 
to be made under the direction of the Secretary of 
the Navy, to examine the configuration of the con- 
ventional bound line between Alaska and British 
Columbia, $50,000. To readjust the space in the State, 
War, and Navy building so as to provide for the 
Quartermaster-Genveral's office, the Commissary- 
General, and also for the most economical distribu- 
tion of cho space among the several bureaus of the 
Army and Navy. For the construction and improve- 
ment of suitable roads and bridges in Yellowstone 
Park, under the supervision and direction of an 
engineer officer detailed by the Secretary of War for 
thatduty. Forimprovements at Rock Island Ar- 
senal, $8,000. For the erection of a new fireproof 
milling shop at the Springiield Arsenal, .000. 
For brick annex to Army Medical Museum building. 
Under the section of the bill making provision for 
the Signal Corps, amendments were adopted apply- 
ing the mileage law as contained ia the Army a 
propriation bill, recently passed, to officers of the 
corps. The amount for commutation of quarters to 
officers of the corps has been iucreased from $23,- 
680 to $24,140; for subsistence fund, from $18,000 to 
$51,243; for commutation of fuel to enlisted men, 
from $45,000 to 847,760; for transportation, from 
$6,000 to $8,000, and for commutation of quarters to 
enlisted men from $84,000 to $85,440. 








THE WASHINGTON ORDNANCE YARD. 


Su0RTLY after 4 o'clock on the afternoon of Jan. 
29, fire broke out through the skylights on the roof 
of the ordnance machine shop of the Washington 
Navy-yard. The yard fire department, reinforced 


‘by four engines from the city, soon checked tae 


of the flames and contined them to the loft 
of the machine —- In this loft were stored the 
drawings and casting patterns of about 3,000 guns 
and . Some few of tne patterns were com- 
pletely destroyei, but the drawings were uniojured 
except by water. The records and the library were 
removed uninjured from the building atthe first 
alarm. The floors and machinery were but slightly 
damaged, the latter principally by water. The ori- 
ed fire is unknown. The loss is estimated at

The recent fire at the Washington Ordnance Yard 
failed to do much damage, and missed the opportu- 
nity of doing a great deal of good, Setting aside the 
injury to afew of the smaller guns in process of 
assembling iu the shop where the fire occurred, a 
great benefit would have been conferred upon the 
Government in the end had the whole building been 
reduced to ashes. The structure is lamentably defi- 
cient in conveuiences for the assemb'ing of futare 
construction of improved ordnance appliances ; it is 
po A planned, aad has au insecure foundation, so 
that it cannot be improved in either size or efficien- 
cy. The land qoongtes by this building would be of 
more value to the Government as a vacaut lot than 
in its present encumbered condition. It is encour- 
aging to note, however, in this connection, that 
Civil Engineer Meoocal has about perfected plans 
for more than doublivg the present capacity of the 
huge avchor forge shop and its parallel machino 
shop, for ordnance purposes, and it is likely that b 
midsummer a great stride will have been made 
toward transforming this yard into an ordpance 
factory in deed as well as in name. The prospective 
modern United States Navy will test the capacity of 
this yard to its utmost, as it is well known that the 
battery of a’ modern war vessel requires about as 
long to build as is needed for the “| Liberal ap- 
propriations economically expended for a period of 
years will ensure to the great Republic first-class 
ships protected by firat-class guns of American man- 
ufacture. 

An Ordnance Yard is to be at once made by throw- 
ing a roof over the street dividing the machine and 
anchor shops at the eat op hg and connecting them 
all. The roof will be 70 feet high, and when com- 

leted the shop will be 400 feet loug by 320 feet wide. 

rge cranes will be erected for lifting the heavy 
guns. The estimated cost is $80,000. As soon as the 
board of officers appointed to inquire into the needs 
of the yard make their report, the appropriation of 
$1,000,000 will become available, and the work will 
be pushed to an early completion, 








MEXICAN PENSION BILL.

class.

SAD ACCIDENT AT FORT PORTER. 


Tue Buffalo Express of Feb. 2 gives the sad par- 
ticulars of a fatal accident whieh has brought deso- 
lation to the household of one of our Army officers, 
Lieut. Chas. Hay, 234 [nf., stationed at Forr Porter, 

. Y. Itappears that on last Sunday a‘ternoon the 
child was in charge of a servant girl, who was play- 
ing ball with him in an enclosed court in the rear 
of the bouse occupied by Lieut. Hay. The servant's 
attention was first called to the favt that some acci- 
dent kad happened, by acry of pain from the little 
one, which she first attributed to a bruise he might 
have received in play. But on examinios him she 
found him foaming at the mouth and in evident dis- 
tress. The cause could not at once be ascertained, 
aud the post surgeon was called in, and after care- 
! diagnosis pronounced it a case of corrosive pois- 
oning. 

The child’s mouth was blistered and the throat to 
the epiglottis was inflamed and swollen, aud the 
opening to the windpipe almost closed. The ravages 
of tbe poison were plainly visible on examination, 
and caused intensest suffering. The tissues were 
quite corroded and cauterized by some acid poison 
which was judged to be hydrate of potash, or con- 
centrated lye. The infant lingered in agovy until 
the following evening when deathensued. Thecase 
was hopeless from the first. The funeral was beld 
on Tuesday. Feb. 1. 

Surg. Davis on Monday called in one of the ablest 
local practitioners of Buffalo, who concurred with 
him in the diagnosis of poisoning from lye, or some 
similar substance. How the child obtained it is not 
clearly known, though itis surmised that a crystal 
may have been left on the back purch after wasb- 
ing, and there found by the little one. To put it in 
his mouth would be a natural action for a child, and 
the attempt to swallow it when the burning taste 
became uabearable would naturally follow.

RETIREMENT OF OFFICERS, 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


SenaAToR MANDERSON's Dill (S. 3119), although 
much needed in justice to the officers of the Army, 
may only be “‘a feeler,” like his bill requiring ex- 
amination of the line officers before promotion. 
However that may be, I am afraid that it has no 
chance, simply because of its discrimination in favor 
of the officer against the enlisted man of the Army; 
the officer being allowed to retire after twenty-five 
years’ service, while the enlisted man must have 
served thirty years. While there are no sound rea- 
sons forany discrimination in favor of the officer, 
there are none why the enlisted man should be fav- 
ored against the officer in this respect, as is now the 
case under the present retiring laws, an officer hav- 
ing to serve forty years before he is retired upon 
his own application, while the enlisted man is now 
retired after thirty years’ service. 

It is difficult to assign good reasons for any discrimi- 
nation in favor of either party: in equity both officers 
and enlisted men should fare alike in this respect. 
They have encountered therigorsand bardships ofa 
four years’ war together, they are feeling the ill ef- 
fects of the war alike, and they ought to be favored 
alike. Could Sevuator Manderson’s bill be so modi- 
fied as to put equally deserving men, no matter 
what their rank, upon equal footings, there could 
be no question as to its chances of ng, if Con- 
gress wishes to do the fair thing by the officers. It is 
——— if many officers would care to avail 
themselves of the privilege should the bill pass, yet 
it would assure them that they could do so when- 
ever their duties bear too heavy upon their war 
worn shoulders and gray hairs.

PREPARATIONS for work on the Panama Canal 
continue on an extensive scale, and it is hoped be- 
fore the end of the dry season some part of the 
canal will be put to practical use. 

COMMODORE KIMBERLY and Capt. McCann were 
before the Naval Examining Board on Thursday for 
examination for promotion to the grade of Rear Ad- 
miral and Commodore, respectively. 

Tue Board of Inspection will inspect the Rich- 
mond at New York about the middle of this month, 
and the Thetis a few weeks later. The Ossi will 
be surveyed by the board as soon as she arrives at 
New York. 

RESOLUTIONS adopted by the City Council! of Bos- 
ton, Mass., remonstrating against the proposed re- 
organization of the Bosten Navy-yard, were pre- 
sented in the Senate on Tuesday and referred to the 
Committee on Naval Affairs. 

A BOARD of officers, of which Naval Constructor 
Hichborn is chairman, is investigaiing the origin of 
the fire at the Washington Navy-yard. Itis supposed 
to have been the work of an incendiary, and possi- 
bly due to the recent discharges. 

Tue Président having upproved the bill for th 
relief of the sufferers by the wreck of the U.8. 8. 
Ashuelot on the Chinese Station, those interested 
will pow be enabled to receive their long-delayed 
compensation for clothing and other effects de- 
stroyed in the line of duty. 

A CORRESPONDENT of the San Francisco. News 
Letter, writing from Mare Island, states that. there 
are at least 1,000 Chinamen employed in the United 
States Navy, which fact, in view of the hostility to 
the Mongolian race, exhibited in the legislation of 
sae, American Congress, he thinks is a curious ano- 
maly. 

Tue Washington Critic says: *‘ There has been a 
series of dynamite experiments at the navy-yard 
here, conducted with the greatestsecrecy far almost 
three months, which are significant. A prominevt 
scientist came here from the West in November, 
and usked to be permitted ‘to conduct certain ex- 
periments at the navy-yard, for the purpose.of per- 
fecting a dynamite cartridge which could_be used in 
ordinary ordnance and his cannon. He was 
promptly received with open arms, and. given the 
entry to the Navy-yard. Since that time expert- 
ments have been progressing very satisfactorily, 
and it is said the developments will, be brought to 
the attention of Congress. The cartrid are for 
use in all kinds of guns, mortars and side.arms, be- 
sides upon rams. The Secretary of the Navy hes 
scoured the exclusive use of the inveution for this 
Government,’’, 
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Tue Bureau of Yards and Docks has ordered that 
work be commenced on the dry dock at New York. 
It is expected that six months will be required to 
put the dock im good condition. 

Tue Steel Board, Commander R. D. Evans, presi- 
dent, dissolved on Wednesday, the officers being as- 
signed to their posts as inspectors of steel by Com- 
wander Evans assuming general direction. The 
inspectors during their consultations as a board ar- 
ranged all the details to be observed in the inspec- 
tion of metal. Lieut.-Comdr. 8. W. Very, Lieut. 
W. C. Cowles, and Lieut. J. H. C. Coffin have been 
appointed inspectors of steel for the new cruisers 
under the direction of Comdr. Evans. 


AN exhilntion of the Cunmingham line rocket, in- | 


tended to be used in place of mortars for carrying 
life lines to stranded aud ship-wrecked vessels, was 
iven at toe Arsenal Grounds, Washington, Jan. 31 
upervising Inspector-General Dumont aud a large 
delegation of steam vessel inspectors, Commodore 
Nicholson, and Capt. Craven of the Navy, and a 
dozen or more Congressmen witnessed the exhibi- 
tion. Several rockets were fired over the 600 and 
800 and 1,000 yard ranges with precision and accuracy. 
As a result of the consideration of the various bills 
looking to the construction of new naval vessels the 
sub-committee of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs has drafted a bill, which was adopted by the 
fall committee on Friday, providing for the con- 
struction of two steel cruisers of 4.000 tons burden 
of the Newark type, at a cost, exclusive of arma- 
ment, of not more than $1,300,000 each; to be equip- 
ped with the best type of modern engines, boilers, 
and machinery; four steel gunboats of 1,700 tons dis- 
placement, patterned after gunboat No. 1, at a cost, 
exclusive of armor, of not more than $525,000 each; 
one cruising steel torpedo boat of not more than 150 
nor less than 135 feet in length, to have a maximum 
speed of not less than 24 knots per bour, tested over 
a Government knot course, and capable of steaming 
at the rate of 20 knotsan bour for six consecutive 
hours with armament and coal for sea service, to 
cost not more than $100,000, and to be completed 
within 12 months after the signing of the contract. 
The bill appropriates $2,400,000 to begin the work. 
Tue dynamite war vessel to be constructed at 
Cramp and Son’s shipyard here will not bea sea- 
going vessel. She is intended solely for harbor de- 
fence. The model of the boat will follow as closely 
as possible that of Kl Destruidor, built by 
J. and G. Thompson, of Clyde Bank, on the Clyde, 
for the Spanish government. El Destruidor is one 
of the latest built torpedo boats. In addition to the 
seven rapid firing guns wanted on the Spanish vessel 
the dynamite gunboat will have three dynamite 
guns. This fact will necessitate the building of a 
vessel far superior to El Destruidor, which carries 
but 40 tons, as the weight of the dynamite guns, 
with accumulators, reservoirs and other appliances, 
will be about 120 tons, to which must be added about 
ten tons weight of machine guns. El Destruidor is 
about 200 feet in length, bas 25 feet beam and a depth 
of 13 feet. She is built of high tension galvanized 
steel, which will also be used in the American vessel. 
The Spanish vessel is calculated to steam about 20 
knots an hour, bas 39 watertight compartments and 
is of about 400 tons displacement. The contract for 
the dynamite gunboat, which is not yet signed, re- 
quires a speed of 20 knots. The dynamite gunboat 
will be completed in eigbt months’ time.

URGING THAT OUR COASTS BE DEFENDED. 


Tue New York Produce Exchange held a meeting 
last Saturday to urge the subject of coast defence 


| upon the attention of Congress. Wm. Magee, Presi- 
| dent of the Exchange, presided, and speeches were 
|| made by Forrest H. Parker, ex-Mayor Franklin 
| Edson, Alex. UC. Orr, F. L. Palmer, tate of the Brit- 


ish Navy, and Lieut. E. L. Zalinski, U. 8A Mr. 
Palmer stated that for harbor defence there were na. 
cessary vessels of the most powerful type, a large 
number of gunboats of great beam, and such armor 
as would protect one great gun, torpedoes of all 
kinds, shore batteries, and a thoroughly organized 
volunteer artillery and corpedo corps. The harbor 
required three lines of defence, but the outermost 


defence should be impregnable. If the enemy got 
inside the third line of defence the city was 
lost. If it succeeded in! passing the second line the 
city was lost Lf it passed the first line the city was 
ost. 

A prominent provision merchant groaned and 
muttered: ‘Then we're lost anyhow.” 

Lieut. Zalinski devoted the greater part of his re- 
marks to explaining the efficiency as a meuns of de- 
fence of his pneumatic dynamite topes gun. He 
explained its workings and exhibi a seven foot 
cartridge which everybody hoped was not loaded.

Ata meeting of the N. Y. Chamber of Commerce,

The eom- 
mittee announced that it had but little hope of Con- 
gress taking any uvited action upon the matter dur- 
ing the present session, but hoped that some pro- 
nounced action might be taken at the next session. 
It also reported upon the desirability of holding a 
meeting in the interim, at which the leading meu of 
the city should publicly express their views upon 
the subject, and turther called attention to the ad- 
visability of the Governors of Northern States fol- 
lowing the precedent of the Governors of the South 
Atlantic Stutes in the shape of a conference regard- 
ing this matter. 

The report of the committee was accepted, its re- 
quest granted, and the committee continued in 
power.

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LEGAL DECISIONS AFFECTING THE NAVY. 


THE late decisions of the Supreme Court in the 
cases of Symonds, Philbrick and Rockwell, ap- 
pealed by the Government from the Court of Claims, 
having excited considerable interest in naval circles, 
our correspondent has obtained from Messrs. John 
Paul Jones and Robert B. Lewis, counsel in the 
three cases, the following statement of the points 
involved, and the probable effect of the decisions : 

In the Symonds case the broad question was 
whether the Secretary of the Navy could, by execu- 
tive order, change the pay of an officer without 
changing his station or duties. The court held that 
he could not. Symonds was Executive Officer of 
the training ship New Hampshire, anchored in 
Narragansett Bay. Up to August 1, 1882, her offi- 
cers received sea pay. On that date, an order of 
Secretary Chandler was issued stating that she 
would no longer be regarded as in commission for 
sea service, but not changing her situation or comple- 
ment or the duties of her officers. Thereafter they 
only received shore pay. 

The law (Sec. 1556, R. §.,) gives officers on duty 
‘*at sea” higher pay than when on shore duty or 
leave, and provides (Sec. 1571) that no service shall 
be regarded as sea service but that performed “at 
sea, under the orders of a Department, and in 
vessels employed by authority of law.” It was ad- 
mitted by Government counsel that the waters of 
Narragansett Bay came within the definition of 
‘*the sea’ as laid down by the admiralty courts. 
But they contended that the words ‘‘ under the 
orders of a Department” gave the head of the De- 
partment power to determine what was, and what 
was not, sea service. The court, on the contrary, 
held that the facts must determine the pay of the 
officer under the law, and not the Secretary’s order. 
By this rule, counsel for the officers interested are 
now preparing to test the question whether officers 
attached to receiving ships, monitors in the James 
River, and vessels under like conditions are entitled 
to sea pay. es 

In the Philbrick case two questions were involved, 
viz.; 1. The legality of an order- of Secretary 
Welles, issued in 1866, granting officers 334 per 
cent. (or in some cases 20 per cent.) additional pay 
as commutation for fuel, lights and quarters, and 
2. Whether, if the legality of such order was ori- 
ginally doubtful, it had not been too long acquiesced 
in by the accounting officers to permit them now to 
deduct the amounts received under it in settling 
claims of officers arising out of recent legislation. 
By the act of March 3, 1835, all allowances beyond 
the pay fixed therein were prohibited to naval offi- 





cers, (except for mileage). The act of April 17, 1866, 
repealed this prohibition so far as it related to al- 
lowances for fuel, lights, and quarters; whereupon 
Secretary Welles fixed a commutation for such al- 
lowances at a percentage on the pay of officers as 
above stateJ, which commutation continued to be 
paid until the pay act of July, 1870, now in force 
was passed, again prohibiting such allowances. 

In settling Philbrick’s claim for longevity pay 
under act of March 3, 1883, Comptroller Upton de- 
ducted the amount the claimant had received from 
1866 to 1870 under Secretary Welles’s order, which 
he held to have been illegal. The court ruled that 
the order was originally legal and authorized by the 
act of April 17, 1866, and gave judgment for the 
amount deducted. The result of this decision is 
that officers now making claims of any kind will not 
have them offset by deductions of pay received by 
them twenty years ago, but to recover amounts de- 
ducted by Comptroller Upton officers will be obliged 
to go into court. 

The Rockwell case involved a minor question un- 
der what 1s called the longevity pay clause of the 
Ist section of the naval appropriation act of March 
3, 1883, the main question in which (i. e., whether 
it was retroactive) was decided three years ago by 
the Court of Claims in the Hawkins and Jordan cases 
noticed at the time in the JouRNAL. In those 
cases no appeal was taken and the Treasury Depart- 
ment has since proceeded with the settlement of 
claims. Numerous collateral questions have, however, 
arisen, such as: whether the law applied to retired 
officers, (settled affirmatively by the Court of Claims 
in Bradbury’s case without appeal) ; and whether it 
authorized officers to count for longevity pay ser- 
vice in the Marine Corps, (decided affirmatively by 
the Court of Claims in Dunn’s case, now pending an 
appeal in the Supreme Court). 

In Rockwell’s case the point was which was ‘‘ the 
lowest grade having graduated pay held by the offi- 
cer since last entering the Navy,” upon which 
grade the law directed the time of all previous ser- 
vices to be credited. 

Rockwell had served as Master, Lieutenant and 
Lieut. Commander in the Volunteer Navy and af- 
terwards held the same grades successively in the 
Regular Navy. None of these grades had gradu- 
ated pay attached to them until the pay act of July 
15, 1870, was passed, giving such graduated pay to 
allof them. But at that time Rockwell had been 
promoted from Master to Lieutenant in the Regular 
Navy. The Comptroller held that the credit for his 
prior service must go on the grade of Master, as 
that grade had graduated pay when the act of 1883 
was passed, although not when the officer held it. 
The Court, however, ruled that the credit must be 
computed on the first grade which the claimant heid 
which had graduated pay at the time he held it, 
viz., lioutenant. Various other questions may yet 
arise in the construction of this act necessitating liti- 
gation, but what they will becanaot now be antici- 
pated. 








Tue Standard, edited by HENRY GEORGE, favors 
us with its opinion on the subject of military estab- 


lishments, as follows : 

American workingmen ought to set their faces like flint 
against any attempt to rivet upon them the burdens of ar- 
maments. If the United States goes into the peter of 
buiiding ironclads and erecting stec! forts, the result will be 
to largely increase the class of protessional fighting men 
maintained in idleness, whose influence and whose strength 
can always be counted on by the Government as against the 
people—a class who by their education and sympathies learn 
to look upon the Government as one thing and the people 
another. 

Instead of increasing our standing Army and standing 
Navy, the Leen of American workingmen ought to be not 
only to gradually reduce what we already have, but to com- 
pletely change their character. Annapolis aud West Point 
are simply the traiming schools of aristocrats, and in the 
distinction between the enlisted man and the commissioned 
officer we preserve a distinction of the kind that grew up 
in Europe when it was held that the noble was born to com- 
mand and the serf to obey. In whatever army or navy we 
have, the commissioned officers ought to be taken from the 
men, and the treatment of both be that of American citi- 
zens, differing only in the responsibility of the positions they 
hold in the service of u nation whose cardinal principle it is 
that all citizens stand upon a footing of absolute equality. 
Under our present un-American system, the nation is sad- 
dled with the maintenance of a horde of officers who hold 
like leeches to a service that not only yields them good pay 
for little work, but gives them an aristocratic distinction, 
while the treatment of enlisted men is such that they run 
away so fast that it is even proposed to brand them like 
galley slaves in order to keep them in the service. 


It is obvious that what these gentlemen really 
want is the disbandment of every organized force 
that can be relied upon to accept the laws as they 
stand and enforce them, without regard to the opin- 
ion of their wisdom which may be held by law- 
breakers. They turnfagainst the Rezular Army the 
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popular prejudice against military establishments, 
and insist that the organized National Guard is not 
the militia of the Constitution. We observe that 
General Wingate has taken the trouble to argue 
this point with them in a letter addressed to the 
last number of Mr. Grorce's paper. It is a waste 
of his valuable time, for ‘* No rogue e’er felt the 
halter draw with good opinion of the law.” What 
is really wanted by these gentlemen is the practica] 
recognition of the state of war which one of their 
representatives, MARTIN Irons, declares already ex— 
ists, and entitles rioters and anarchists to recogni- 
tion as belligerents, with the concession to them of 
the right not only to make war, but to make war in 
defiance of all the well-established and universally 
recognized principles which govern in time of war. 
If it were true in any sense that military men de- 
sired to establish a despotism of the sword, they 
would recognize in the teachers of incendiary doc- 
trines their most efficient allies, for they are striv- 
ing to bring about a condition of things in which 
the trained soldier always has had, and always will 
have the advantage. 








THE N. Y. Herald quotes Mr. C. H. CRAMP as 
saying : 

I should say, as I always have said in statements before 
the Naval Committee and elsewhere, that I do not think it 
is the province of Congress to design naval vessels, nor to 
scheme them, as we say in the business; not even to indicate 
their dimensions, much lees to fix limitations upon their 
cost. The true and business-like way, so tar as Congress is 
concerned, is aney to make a lump appropriation each 
year to enable the President to streug¢then the naval forces 
of the country, and then leave it for the Socretary of the 
Navy, guided by the opiniors of his professional staff, to de- 
termine the types, classes, armaments, speeds, etc., of the 
vessels to be built. That is my general answer to your ques- 
tiens. However, I do not see any reasonable pr st that 
Congress will attempt to break itself of the bad habit it has 
gotten into of trying to design ships in committee or on the 
floor. I suppose the country must continue to put up with 


at. 

The idea that shipbuilding is a lost art in this country is 
absurd. I do not know of anybody outside of the free 
traders in Congress, and a small group of “ English-you- 
know” officers in the Navy Department, who preach such a 
doctrine. Within the last three years our firm hus built the 
two fastest steam yachts in the world. Ido not say this iu 
self-giorification. It isa well-known fact. The Atalanta 
and the Peerless are the fastest steam yachts afloat. Nobody 
on either side of the ocean disputes that. If the Govern- 
ment of the United States had offered us the same induce- 
ments to build cruisers that Jay Gould and Mr. Harkness, of 
Cleveland, did to build yachts, we would bave built for it 
the fastest cruisers in the world. That is all there is to be 
said about it.” 


This is sound and sensible, and is in accordance 
with the position we have always maiutained here. 
We have had quite enough of Boards and Commit- 
tees of Congress, but must stumble along as best 
we can until the country is cured of its misplaced 
confidence in them. The subject of providing coast 
defences is befogged in the same way. Let Con- 
gress entrust to some one man, say the Lieutenant 
General, the duty of developing a plan of coast de- 
fence, and we will guarantee that we shall see our 
way clear to sensible action. A moderate amount 
should be put at his disposal for clerical service 
and the like, so that he may not be hampered by 
want of means to gather together and co-ordinate 
the information already at his disposal in various 
reports in the archives of the War Department and 
elsewhere. 








CoMMANDING officers of posts are directed in Gen- 
eral Orders No. 18, series of 1868, ‘‘to set apart 
such suitable public lands as may be available for 
company or post gardens, for the cultivation and 
production of vegetables, and to cause the same to 
be properly cared for.” At all posts there is land 
enough, and to spare, for a flower-garden, and if 
company or post commanders were allowed to make 
requisition upon the Subsistence Department for a 
few flower-seeds it would result in the increased 
beauty of the surroundings of the garrison. The 
eXpense would be small because the tools and imple- 
ments authorized in the order—a paragraph of 
which has been quoted above—could be used in the 
flower-gardens. If an order were sent for flower- 
seeds accompanying the order for the authorized 
garden-seeds the additional cost would be so insig- 
nificant as to be unappreciable. To obviate the 
difficulty of disatisfaction felt by many enlisted 
men regarding extra duty it is recommended that 
only such men as may be willing to do so be de- 
tailed to cultivate the flower- gardens, and that the 
families of officers be given the opportunity to in- 
dulge in the study of floriculture. Many ladies 
are fond of gardening, but it is very difficult now 
for them to indulge the passion for flowers in our 
Army garrisons. Of course anyone in or out of the 
Army may purchase flower-seeds, but as the post 


fund is used for the purchase of similar things why 
shoald not a little go towards this great factor in 
the beauty of the garrison? If shade trees can be 
bought out of the post fund, flower-seeds may per- 
haps be included in the designation of ‘' garden- 
seeds,” the purchase of which is authorized by 
regulation. 








THE inquiry is often made as to what duty the 
various Navy officers perform who receive assign 
ments to the National Museum and Smithsonian In- 
stitution. Investigation developes the fact that the 
greater part of their time there is spent in acquir- 
ing a knowledge of subjects which will be of use 
hereafter. For instance: An officer has a taste for 
natural history—birds, say—but as this branch of 
science does not rece:ve marked attention at the 
Naval Academy, he finds his desires far in advance 
of his capacity, so a course of instruction is pre- 
pared of such scope that all its points can be thor- 
oughly acquired in a comparatively short time, and 
the young officer begins a cruise well equipped for 
the acquisition of natural history notes, specimens, 
etc., in a way to really increase the sum total of 
human knowledge. From the experience of the 
National Museum it seems that the most difficult 
objects for the non-professional collector to zet are 
the common, useful and ordinary objects with 
which a traveller comes in contact. Of rare things: 
curios, ete., the store is rapidly increasing ; but for 
useful, valuable objects, such as show the every-day 
life of a people, and which are of educational value, 
the Museum has to depend upon collectors specially 
distributed over the world. A trained observer on 
board each ship in commission would be of ; reat 
and increasing value, both for the Service and for 
the Museum. 








THE promoters of the bill for the consolidation of 
the naval bureaus have been successfui in getting it 
before the House, but its opponents have been 
strong enough to prevent action uponit. Consid- 
erable sensation was caused on Monday by Mr. 
HERBERT'S reading a letter addressed to Mr. HEw- 
ITT, in which the writer says that ‘‘a very powerful 
and influential body of naval officers and their 
friends, is strong enough to hold the balance of 
power in any case of important action in either 
House or Senate, and he (the Secretary) cannot 
afford to force them into a position of positive an- 
tagonism.” How much there is in this talk we can- 
not say, but it is clear that there is one thing the 
Secretary of the Navy cannot afford to do—that is 
allow his action to be controlled by a cabal of any 
sort. It takes a new Secretary a long while to be- 
come a complete master of the situation in which he 
finds himself, and by the time he begins to under- 
stand it thoroughly his term of office expires. ‘This 
was the case with the much abused Mr. CHANDLER, 
and had the unwritten law of political administra- 
tion permitted of his continuance in office, we should 
before this have seen some changes that would 
have benefited a service, which is far too much 
under the control of cliques of one sort or another. 
Every naval officer knows this to be the fact, but 
the remedy for it is not easy te find. One step in 
the right direction would be the appointment of an 
assistant secretary, who should, in some form or 
another, be secured a permanent tenure of office, 
but this is difficult of accomplishment. Yet we can 
never have competent naval administration without 
having the Department under the direction of some 
man who thoroughly understands all the influences, 
secret and open, that would control naval adminis 
tration, and who is, at the same time, independent 
of them all. But this isan idea difficult, if not im- 
possible of realization. 





REFERRING to our remarks upon discipline in the 
Army a correspondent favors us with the following 
statement, showing nearly the proportion of trials 
by general and garrison courts-martial in the dif- 
ferent Army divisions and departments, based upon 
the per cent. of strength of command :

In Arizona the percentage was thirty, but the 








troops in this department were in the field and 


occupied. ‘* Why this difference ?” asks our corre- 
spondent, ‘Certainly,” he says, ‘‘it cannot be 
claimed that the Department of the Missouri or of 
California has a better class of men. Nor, on the 
other band, will it be admitted that the depart- 
ments showing a greater number of trials are in a 
better state of disvipline, or that their officers hold 
more rigidly to the requirements of discipline. It 
is certainly a question hard to determine, but I am 
of the opinion that the multiplication of trials may 
be prevented by giving more personal attention to 
the enlisted men and establishing stronger bonds of 
sympathy between then and their officers. A little 
unselfish word in the way of kindly advice to, and 
friendly interest in the enlisted man will prevent 
many breaches of discipline which multiply trials, 
besides establishing a bond of un:on between the 
men and their offivers which, as history shows, will 
result in their following them to the imminent 
deadly breach and obeying their commands with 
cheerful alacrity.” 








On the principle that ‘‘ misery loves company,” 
we may read with satisfaction this confession of 
weakness which we find in the London News; ‘As- 
sume that an alliance between France, Russia and 
Italy enabled their fleets to enter the Clyde, the 
Medway, or the Mersey, it cannot be pretended that 
we have any fortifications to stop them. We are 
riding, in short, at single anchor upon our vaval 
supremacy, and, if that failed us, even for a wevk, 
several of our great cities would lie as helplessly in 
face of an enemy’s guns as New York, Philadelphia, 
San Francisco and Chieago. The same may be said 
of Melbourne and Sydney, of Montreal and Quebec, 
of Cape Town and Port Natal, of Calcutta and Bom- 
bay.” But this naval supremacy means a good 
deal and we haven’t even that to console ourselves 
with. Our only reliance is upon a child-like confi- 
dence—which has no warrant in experience—that we 
shall be permitted to do pretty much as we please 
and not be called to account for what we do—‘‘ so 
long as the heart’s right,” as the thieving deacon 
said in the story. Our possibility of quick adapta- 
tion to new circumstances is a further reliance, but 
war in these days may prove too quick even for our 
capacity for prompt action when once aroused. 








A MUCH-NEEDED consideration of an important 
question connected with the U. 8. Navy has been 
committed to a Board, composed of Captains Ram- 
say and Farquhar and Naval Constructor Hichborn, 
which is charged with the selection of a suitable 
type of life-boat for naval purposes. This is a move 
in the right direction, for naval vessels are, as a 
general thing, almost totally unprovided with 
proper appliances for the safety of erew and offi- 
cers in the event of wreck. From the known 
ability of the members of the Board, it is fair to 
assume that this report will be an exhaustive and 
valuable document, and that in the near future 
‘* Life-boat Drill” will take its place alongside of 
“ Rigging in the Dinghy,” and ‘‘ Abandoning Ship.” 
Our attention has been called to a life-boat which 
has been invented by a gentleman in New York 
which strikes us as being in advance of anything 
yet made. As soon as it is secured by patent it will 
bo presented to the Loard for their consideration. 








A CORRESPONDENT advocates the establishment of 
regimental schools of instruction for non-commis- 
sioned officers, the graduates of which are to be pro- 
moted to vacancies in the non commissioned grades 
as they occur, no matter whether a chauz) of 
company be caused thereby, etc. This is ia the line 
of regimental promotion for non-coms. which we 
have repeatedly advocate] as boing for the benefit 
of the Service. Our correspondent says: ‘* The 
great object of these appointmeats from graduates 
of the school is to broak up the existing familiarity 
between privates and non-commissioned officers 
which at the present time prevails with few excep- 
tions throughout the entire Army.” In some armies 
such familiarity, off duty as well as on, would 
speedily end in the breaking of the non-commissioned 
officer, and captains of companies are especially 
careful to guard against this unmilitary action. A 
little strictness in this regard would undoubtedly 





‘prove of benefit. 
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BisMARCK’s recent utterances in the Reichstag 
"evidently suit the London Daily Telegraph, for 
that paper says: ‘‘ We hold that in the unrivalled 
military strength of Germany lies the most solid 
and trustworthy guarantee for the maintenance of 
the general peace that is so urgently desired and re- 
quired by this country, as well as by the more 
civilized and intelligent Continental nations—fore- 
most among them Germany herself. BisMARCK may 
be heartily congratulated by others than his fellow- 
countrymen upon haying stated his case—which is 
also that of European trapquillity—with a straight- 
. forwardness and vigor that leave no room for mis- 
apprehension.” 


CARLYLE tells the story of the Bernburg regiment 
at the battle of Liegnitz, fought in 1760. This 
‘regiment, despite superhuman efforts to hold its 
own against overwhelming numbers, had suffered a 
serious reverse at the siege of Dresden, and FRED- 
ERICK the Great, indignant at its conduct, expressed 
his displeasure by docking the officers’ cocked hats 
of their silver-lace trimmings. Under this inflic- 
tion the regiment, for some weeks, suffered tortures 
of mortification and remorse. At Liegnitz the op- 
portunity presented itself of wiping out the stigma 
affixed to the corps by a King not always over-just 
in his anger; and the Bernburgers fought so des- 
perately that, at the close of the day, FREDERICK 
rode up to them on the battlefield, told them that 
** all should be forgotten and washed out,” and re- 
stored to them the hat trimmings of which he had 
previously deprived them. Whereupon, CARLYLE 
tetls us, a peal of sound went out from ‘‘ the ecstatic 
throat and heart of that poor regiment,” which had 
lost half its numbers in thé fierce effort to reinstate 
itself in the good opinion of its stern master. This 
story is used by the London Telegraph in a recent 
article to illustrate the importance to armies of regi- 
mental badges of honer and other symbolical dis- 
tinctions displayed upon colors and uniforms. The 
English Army, the Telegraph says—and the remark 
applies equally to our own Army—is rarely ‘en 
evidence” ir its native land; to the civilian its very 
uniforms are unfamiliar objects; its badges of honor 
are not ‘‘understanded of the people,” and there— 
foré fail to attract public attention when an occasion 
is afforded for their display. Asa nation we lack 
that’keen, unflagging sympathy for military men 
and institutions which is felt for them by the deni- 
zens of realms wherein compulsory army service 
obtains. In well nigh every continental empire and 
kingdom the average civilian takes as deep an in- 
terest in military matters as the actual soldier serv- 
ing in the ranks; for the former, in ten cases out of 
twelve, has been what the latter is, what his fatber 
was before him, and what his sons will assuredly 
be in their turn when they shall arrive at the age of 
manhood. 


Some of our readers may remember the Colonel 
of an Indiana regiment, whuse quaint testimony in 
the Stanley-Hazeu Conrt-martial occasioned so much 
amusement. It is toid of this same colonel, that on 
one occasion charges, with over one hundred speci- 
fications, were preferred against him. The charges 
were preferred by a German doctor, whom he had 
been chaffing. As the surgevn’s mastery of English 
was not complete, nor his knowledge of Courj-mar- 
tial forms, the charges were corrected by the trigade 
Commander, General Hazen. 














One of the charges 
was that of lying, and one of the innumerable spe- 
cifications alleged that on some occasion the colonel 
questioned the doctor's statement that the scenery of 
the Rbine was the fivest in the world, and deelared 
that it did not compare with that of the Hudson. 
Being asked whether be bad ever seen the Rhine, he 
replied that he knew it thoroughly, us he had once 
sailed up it m the U.S. frigate Niagaru, from its 
mouth to its source, * which statement was un- 
true, for it is well known that the Rhine is not 
navigable for vessels of the size of the U. S. frigate 
Niagara.” Another specification alleged that the 
colonel, in reply to the dovtor’s assertion that the 
German women were the most intelligent and well 

educated in the world, declared that they did not 
compare with the Americaa girls, asserting that he 
was in constant currespondence with a girl in an 
Indiana town, and that the letters were all written 
in Latin and Greek. That the simpie German could 
not understand these specimens of American humor 
is not strange, but 1t seems incredible that General 
Hazen could have assisted in formuliting charges’ 
based upon them, though we are assured that this is 
the fact. The trial which followed is described as 
being “as good as a circus’’—several times better in-| 








deed. The building in which it was held was 
crowded long before the hour fixed for the session of 
the court, and platforms were erected outside, and 
occupied with eager spectators anxious to catch 
through the open wizdowssome hint of the per- 
formance going on withiu. We do not know the 
result, but possibly some of our readers may recall 
further partioulars of this famous Court-martial. 








“Ir is one of the characteristics of the Enghsh 
nation,” says the San Francisco Report, “ that it 
may be crowded back almost to the wall, as though 
it had lost all its old-time pugnacity and resolution 
till just the moment when its enemy thinks final 
conquest has been attained. Then, of a sudden, it 
rouses in an astonishing manner and shows itself in 
all its old bulldog ferocity and tenacity. England 
has shown again and again that, no matter what 
sentiment its ministers may talk or philanthropy 
its orators nay boast of and enjoin, when its com- 
mercial empire is endangered it is as fiery as France, 
as ruthless as Russia, as grimly determined as Ger- 
many. There is not much difference between the 
Englishman of 1886 and his grandfather or great- 
grandfather of 1801, and he would for similar reas- 
ons probably be as prompt in bombarding Con- 
stantinople now ashe was in bombarding Copen- 
hagen then.”’ 








ExrocuTIvs DocumEnT No. 35, 49th Congress, Ist 
Session, just published by the Public Printer, con- 
tains the report of Major F. H. Parker, Ordnance 
Department, on the “tests of iron and steel and 
other material for industrial purposes * made with 
the U. S. testing machine at the Watertown Arsenal 
during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1884. The re- 
port for 1885 has been transmitted to the Senate, but 
will probably not be in print for it least a year. 








Engineering News publishes an excellent likeness 
of Mr. Wm. E. Worthen, who was elected President 
of the American Society of Civil Engineers at its 
annual meetiag, held in New York week before 
last. The News gives the statistics of the growth of 
this society, comparing it with that of the Institu- 
tion of Civil Engireers, to show that in twenty 
years the membership of the American Society, 
which is now 1,019, will equal the present member- 
ship of the English Society, which is 5,100. The 
membership of the English Society was 256 in 1836 
and 1,339 in 1866, twenty years ugo. 








THE London Daily Telegraph, referring to the 
article on ** Our Defenceless Coasts,”’ contributed to 
Scribner’s Magazine by Captain F. V. Greene, late 
Engiueer Corps, U. 8.

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THE AMBLER TABLET. 


THE Ambler tablet has been on exhibition for the 
past month, in connection with the annual exhibit 
of the Salmagundi Club, in 23d Street, New York, 
and bas attracted great attenticn as a work of rare 
artistic merit, which does equal credit to the good 
taste of the committee having the matter in charge, 
and the skill of the artists, Messrs. Josepb Lauber 
and Charles R. Lamb, of New York. The tablet is 
a long parallelogram of brouze, 5ft. and 3'<ft., and 
the three features of the design are: first, an excel- 
lent likeness of Dr. Ambler, three-quarters size, in 
profile, which occupies the most prominent posi- 
tion on the tablet; next a representation of the 
memorable scene in the history of the Jeannette Ex- 
pedition, which occurred in camp on the morning 
of Oct. 9, 1881, when the doctor declined to leave bis 
sick. These are —— in a parallelogram below 
the oval medallion. Finally, op either siae of the 
framework of the border are inscriptions in decora- 
tive lettering, giving Dr. Ambler’s name and rank— 
with the legend, “duty stronyer than love of life.” 
A happy touch in the arrangement is shown by the 
northeru peribelion light, which is arranged in a 
long low curve, binding together into one artistic 
unit these three separate features of the design. 
The border isa simple yet dignified treatment with 
classic detail, the avanthus-leaf design being re- 
ceived at the corners. The whole bronze is received 
within a very simple yet massive frame of oak, 
which iu its curved section carries the eye from the 
wall up to thetablet itself. In the color scheme the 
treatment bas been a dull bronze, which is rich and 
deep in effect, the oak being treated in finish so as 
to harmonize and agree perfectly with the metal. 
In the eniire conception and execution of this me- 
morial, the aim has been to secure in the result 
something individual, eharacteristic and personal; 
in other words, a memorial which will suggest not 
only the personality of Dr. Ambler, but also bis 
profession and his heroic discharge of duty. The 
sculptor, baving been aided by the personal criti- 
cisms of those who were Dr. Ambler’s companions, 
has been able to embody 1n his work those points of 
accurate detail as to camp and dress which aid so 
materially in making the historical part of the tablet 
truthful and correct.

WESTERN BOATMEN DURING THE WAR. 


In an article on “Old Time Boating,” which ap- 
pears in the Cincinnati Commercial Gazette, a 
western boatman, writing from St. Louis, sings the 
praises of the class he represents for tho patriotic 
services rendered by them during the war. He says: 

** Wherever there was danger along the water ways 
of the West there was found the western steamboat 
man. As long asthe story of the war in the West 
is written and read, so long will the patriotism and 
courage of men who managed the vessels engaged 
in the war on the Westeru rivers be told. Take the 
history of the three wooden gunboats fitted out at 
Cincinnati, the first armed vessels afloat on the 
western waters—the Lexington, Conestoga and Tyler. 
Noe vessels of war ever were manned by braver or 
better men than they were. Among the men who 
were Officers in the merchant marine when the war 
broke out and who entered the Service on these 
boats were John A. Duble, Jacob S. Hurd, Edward 
Shaw, James McCamant, William Ford, David 
Hiner, John Sebastian, Aaron M. Jordan, Wm. At- 
tenborough, Thos. Cook, Samuel Goble, and many 
others. These men were under the eyes and orders 
of such U. 8S. Navy officers as Stembel, Phelps and 
Walke. These boats were intended for picket duty 
of the most dangerous character, and the duty was 


performed by every one on boardin the most in- 
telligent, courageous and satisfactory manner. The 
ironclads from Cincinnati were officered by the 


steamboatmen belonging to the merchant marine in 
time of peace. Amopvg them were Robert K. Riley, 
James McBride, Marshall H. Ford, Isaac Gough, 
Samuel H. Lovejoy, Johu V. Johnson, Richard sth 
Wade, Wm. Hinton and Daniel Weaver. 

“The nen on the weoden gunboats went to busi- 
ness early, and all bat one stood at their posts 
bravely, and that one thought he was not doing his 
duty at his post and sought a more dangerous one, 
and that desertion pointed bim outas the bravest of 
the brave. William R. Hoel, of Cincinnati, was 
at the wheel of the gunboat Lexington at the 
battle of Belmont. He headed her right, ran out of 
the pilot-house with a rifle, and stood upon the deck 
asa sbarpsbooter and a target forthe enemy. The 
men on the tronclad saw Fp and heard .. the 
first time big guns at Fort Henry and then again at 
Fort Donelsov. At these places they witn the 
baptism of blood that ever after made heroes of 
them. Gallint things were done by the western 
steamboatmen. Take the cases of Hoel, who 
cbanged from bis office of master on one vessel toa 
pilot on another that he might run a forlorn hope 
in getting by the batteries of Isiand No. 10; John V. 
Johnson and Horace E. Bixby, in taking the desper- 
ute chance of spiking the guns of the enemy on 
Island No. 10; Dan Conway and J. 8. McMillan run- 
ning their transports Forest Queen and Silver Wave 
by the batteries of Vicksburg; Sam Williamson and 
his companion, Tennison, in floating in a canoe 
through a hostile country that they wipet comma. 
cate with Admiral Farragut and aid in piloting his 
fleet up the river. These are only specimens of the 
Western boatmen who took the chances, and they 
were vone the less dangerous because they were 
successful, and they were successful because of the 
good judgment of the men who undertook them. 
Other men gave up their lives where success was far 
more promising. Never again will such fleets be 
seen on the Western rivers us were afloat on them 
in war times. Every navigable stream was alive 
with boats and soldiers. In the fall of 1861 the Mis. 
souri, the Mississippi to Cairo, the Ohio its full 
length, the Kanawha, the Sandy, Kentucky and 
Green Rivers were taxed to their capacity to aid in 
the prosecution of the war on the Union side. The 
Arkansas, Yazoo, Red, Ouachita and W: Rivers 
were taxed by the Confederates.”’ 








THE DOLPHIN AND ENGLISH VESSELS. 


“A MARINE ENGINEER,” 1n a letter tothe New 
York Tribune, objects to Secretary Whitney's com- 
parison of the speed of the Dolphin and Atlanta 
with foreign vessels. “If.” he says, “our ships are 
to be compared with foreign ones, the comparisons 
should be fair. A load-draught trial should not be 
compared with a light-draught one; a six-bours’ 
run should not be compared with a spurt over an 
eleven ora six miles course; the power prod 
by ordinary steaming coal should not be compared 
with that got from picked coal, such as the English 
use for trials. If the Secretary honestly desires to 
compare the speed of the Atlanta with the other 
vessels mentioned, let him import a few tons of the 
finest English coal and then send the Atlanta on one 
spurt over the measured mile 10 smooth water. I 
would also advise Mr. Whitney to be more careful 
in making comparisons which mislead people into 
believing that our ships are so much inferior to 
those built by other people. I understand that in 
the Navy Department there is a ‘ Bureau of lotelli- 
gence,’ the supposed functions of which are to col- 
lect naval information from all over the world, If 
the Secretary bad referred his statements to the 
officers of that bureau before publishing them, I 
believe they could have shown bim his mistakes; 
and, perhups, with their superior facilities, have 
pointed out more errors than lam able to do with 
the limited means at my command.” 

Tbis writer quotes the report of the Belknap 
Board to show tbat the highest speed of the phin 
is 15.90 knots, and her horse power 2,240, and enters 
into an elaborate calculation to prove that the Eng- 
lish Alacrity under similar conditions can produce 
but 15.2 knots to 15.8 knots for the Dolphin, and that 
the Surprise under like conditions could show but 
14.4 knots. Hesays: * This looks very lean indeed 
alongside of the 17.8 knots mentioned in the Secre- 
tary’sreport. The English naval authorities are evid- 
ently not very proud of the Surprise, for ou account 
of her failure to make her designed speed, as I find 
in the English Service papers, they have decided not 
to iy her to ber intended use as an Admiralty 
yacht, but bave fitted her up as a eunboat and as- 
signed her to the oblivion of a foreign station. 
Now, if the Secretary wishes to test the eomparative 
qualities of the Dolphin and the 5 pet ys both 
vessels are now in commission—let him send his own 
despatch boat to thestation where the English vessel 
is now serving; but let bim fill her bunkers with the 
same quality of coal that the Surprise may happen 
to have; let the Dolphin leave port with her rival 
the first time the Surprise starts out for a full-epeed 
run fora thousand miles or more, and note the re- 
sult. If pools are sold on the event | want to put 
every cent that I can beg, borrow or steal that the 
Dolphin will leave the Surprise out of sight in 12 
hours or les:.”"

The Freuch charged the German line eleven 
times, each tine breaking it, but always finding a 
fresh mass behind. 

An American officer has said (published in the 
ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL some years ago, in answer 
to Gen. Hazen’s book, **The Schovl and Armies in 
Germany und France”): * He (Hazen) ascribes the 
failure of the French, the triumph of the Germans, 
to nothing but the difference of education, even 
while he himself shows thut the one nation bad 250, - 
000 men or less to oppose to the 600,000 of the other. 
No mistake is more common, none more shallow, 
than to glorify victory unduly from wrong causes.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


NATIONAL RIFLE ASSOCIATION. 


A SPECIAL meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the National Rifle Association was held on Thursday 
27th, to hear the report of a committee appointed to 
examine a plot of ground on Staten Island that has 
been offered to the Association for arifle range. For 
8 long time there has been a strong feeling against 
Creedmoor on account of the high rate of fare 
charged by the Long Island R. R. Co., and the great 
amount of time required in getting to and from the 
range. In view of these facts, Lieut. Zalinski, who 
is an untiring worker, has been quietly examining 
several sites that might answer the purpose of a rifle 
range. In his report, as chairman of the committee, 
he stated that he had succeeded in securing the re- 
fusal of a piece of ground containing 100 acres, that 
he considered admirably adapted for a range, and 
that Mr. Wyman, on behalf of the Staten Island 
Rapid Transit Co., bad guaranteed to sell round trip 
tickets for Leg | cents each, and, also, to erect a 
station on the railroad within five minutes walk of 
the range, where all trains would stop. Lieut. Za- 
linski also stated that he had been promised several 
thousand dollars towards the purchase money if 
the Association decided to buy the wy ty and 
that he thought that the balance of the money 
could be raised by an appeal to the public. The 
meeting was adjourned to Feb. 15, and meanwhile a 
survey of the ground will be made by a Government 
engineer. 





THE TROUBLES IN THE THIRTEENTH NEW YORK 


THE trial of Ist Lieut. Russell Benedict, of Co..H, 
13th Regiment, on charges preferred by Col. Edward 
Fackner, was begun Friday evening, Jan. 28, at the 
14th Regiment Armory, the court copsistinz of Col. 
H. W. Michell, 14th Regimeut; Capt. Henry 8S. Ras- 

uin, Gatlipg Battery. and Lieut. A. A. Thompson, 

uartermaster, 23d Regiment, with Major W. W. 
Goodrich, Judge-Advocate. The charges are based 
partly on a telegram purporting to have come from 
Lieut. Benedict to Col. Fackner, dated Dallas, Tex., 
Sept. 26, 1886, and having reference to the arrest of 
Lieut. Wm. K. Smith, of Co. H. The message read 
as follows: ‘* Unless Smith is instantly released you 
will force me to retaliate. Such contemptible tac- 
tics to smother opposition cannot succeed.”’ The av- 
cused is also charged with baving disobeyed orders. 
Lieut. Benedict did not appear personally or by 
counsel, but sent a letter saying that be could not 
come, as he was denied access to the armory where 
bis uniform was stored. The Judge-Advocate said 
thatif Lieut. Benedict had so desired he could have 
obtained his uniform; the Culonel would have given 
leave for the compary room to be entered for that 

urpose. Besides, there was nothing in the Code or 

egulations preventing Lieut. Benedict from ap- 
pearing before the court without bis uniform. The 
witnesses bad been subpcenaed and were present. 
and it was for the court to say whether the tria 
should goon that evening. The court decided to 
proceed with the trial. 

Testimony was tuken to show the service of the 
charges and specifications and the receipt of the 
telegram and dizobedience of the accused to direct 
orders from his colonel. Col. Fackner testified that 
in answer to a written request that he should meet 
him at the armory, Lieut. Benedict replied: “1 beg 
leave to state that 1 do not recognize any right re- 
siding in you to order me to meet you at any time or 
place except for tbe performance of military duty 
pursuant to law.” Subsequently the Colonel saw 
the Lieutenant «und asked him if he sent the tele- 
gram and he refused to answer. On Oct. 8 the Lieu- 
tenant was placed under arrest. Col. Fackner also 
stated that at a meeting of the Council of Officers, 
after Lieut. Benedict had been placed under arrest 
and limited to the quarters of his company, the 
Lieutenant was ordered by him (the Colonel) to leave 
the room, which he refused to do. 





CARELESS SELECTION OF OFFICERS. 


Many of those who manage to obtain commissions 
in the National Guard prove utterly incompetent as 
officers. The Inspector. General’s Depirtment refers 
to this evilin its annual report. The ordinary ob- 
server meets with evidence of its existence in every 
direction. Examining Boards have so far proven 
ineffective guards against it. To correct this evil a 
different system is needed. Examining Boards, as 
existing at present, should be abolished, and in their 
stead institutions established in which those who are 
ambitious to obtain commissions in the National 
Guard could be instructed in the ordinary duties of 
which the average company officer sbould have a 
knowledge. The pupils should be taken from the 
ranks of the State troops and after successfull 
wee Mpae o a regular course should be provi- 
ded with certificates to that effect. To this class the 
election of officers should be confined. This is onl 
arough outline suggestion, the detuils and parti- 
culars, the course of study, its length, etc., would 
have to be determined upou before the plan could be 
put in operation. At allevents the subject is worthy 
of consideration and no matter in what shape put 
iuto effect it would certainly prove a more effective 
means of securing competent officers than the sys- 
tem of Examining Boards. 


STREET MARCHING. 


STREE?P marching in company front with ranks 
closed to 16 inches, in cadence step, properly belongs 
to an era long passed. But State troops still keep 
up the custom with a zeal worthy of a better cause. 
The absurdity of the custom has often been demon- 
strated, and there is probably no subject upoa 
which so much criticism has been expended. The 
troops don’t like it, but they keep it up neverthe- 
less, because a few organizations which set the — 
do not feel like giving up the practice. It is 7th 
Regiment, you know, and to differ from that re- 
nowned organization is te court condemnation 
and contempt from the sisters, cousins and aunts of 
the National Guard. Therefore it is thought better 
toremain miserable by submitting to a rule long 
condemned by al] sensible people than to be- 
come comfortable by adopting a custom reasonable 
and in accordance with modern military ideas. The 
march in closed ranks is only intended for smvoth 
ground and not forcity pavements. Even on the 





smoothest ground the march with ranks closed up 
to 16 inches causes a severe strain, particularly on 
the rearrank. Complaints of the sufferings of the 
men on such marches are heard from all sides. 

Street parades generally occur in the bot season 
of the year. What a violation of all sanitary rules 
to cause men to march packed close like sardines, 
condemning them to breathe an atmosphere reek- 
ing with human effluvia. in the best drilled organ- 
izations the rear rank never presents a firm, solid 
appearance. The step is minced and uneven, and 
the men become nervous from constant strain 
With a view to such cases the increase of distance 
between ranks in tactics to 32 inches on rough 
ground was doubtless introduced. Admitting that 
street parades in company front must be kept up 
there seems certainly no reason against the adoption 
of the increased distance which would obviate to a 
large extent the evils above enumerated. Give the 
men in the rear rank the chanve to take a full, 
euingiag step, to preserve a steady aligament and 
let them have the same opportunities to show off 
those of the front rank. If desired, ranks could 
be closed as the reviewing stand is passed. 





AVAILABILITY OF THE NEW YORK GUARD. 


In response to inquiries as to the availablestrength 
of the militia in New York and Brooklyn, we avail 
ourselves of this statement, which we find in the 
Brooklyn Eagle: 


There are in New York and Brooklyn 13 regiments of in- 
fantry and three batteries of artillery. The enrolled strength 
of the force is,in round numbers, 8.500 officersand men. 
New York, 5,500; Brooklyn, 3,000. Eighty per cent., under 
ordinary conditions, is duty doing. Under extraordinary 
cenditions the percentage. as experience proves, would be 
somewhat larger. New York has eight regiments, number- 
ing from 450 to 1,000 members each, and two batteries of art- 
illery. The infantry organizations are armed with Reming- 
ton breech-loading rifles; ove of the batteries has an arma- 
meat f tour Gatling or machine guns, the other a park of 
six rified field guns of the Napoleon pattern. In Brooklya 
there are five regimepts of intantry, similarly armed, ard a 
single battery; but in the case of the latter the organization 
is capable of expansion into two batteries, since it Gnce only 
equipped with four machine guns of the latest improved pat- 
tern, but it has alsoan armament of four 12-pound howit- 
zers. In each of the armorics occupied by these organiza- 
tions there is kept constantly on hand an abundant supply 
of ammunition; for the artillery the necessary fixed ammu- 
nition for the machine guns, and solid shot and canister for 
the rifled guns and howi‘zers are keptin store. At the State 
Arsenai the reserve rupply of arms is ample to equip a sec- 
ond force of militia at short notice, while close upon 
rounds of ammunition are always at hand in its magazine. 

At the sounding ot a preconcerted cigeel, such as the ring- 
ing of 12 strokes upon the firealarm bells of the two cities, 
the entire force would assemble in their armories. If need- 
ful only to call into requisition the services of one or more 
orgavizations, the employment of the telephone and the tel- 
egraph would speedily accomplish the desired result. The 
latter method has,ona number of occasions, been experi- 
mentally tested, and inevery instance has been found to 
work to the fullest satistaction. 

The rank and file have been educated to the point where 
they are competent to deliver effective and telling fire when 
shooting in mass. Further than this again, the National 
Guard has of late years been carefully instructed in tactics 
specially designed for street riot duty: the education im- 
parted at the State Camp of Instruction has made officers 
and men fairly familiar with the principles of “open order” 
formations, and the same ficld has fiven them practical in- 
sight into what is demanded of a soldier charged with the im- 
portant trust of standing guard over valuable interest in- 
volving life and property. The reliability of the volunteer 
militia of these two cities were never greater than at the 
present time. 





NATIONAL GUARD ASSOCIATION. 


The convention of the National Guard Association finished 
its business Wednesday afternoon by electing the followiu 
officers for the ensuing year: President, Col. Harry W. 
Michell, Mth Reet., Brooklyn; first vice president. Lt.-Col. 
Samuel M. Welch, Jr.. th Regt., Buffalo: second vice 
president, Capt. Laurel L. Ui.osted, 6th Bat., Binghamton ; 
recording secretary, Col. Abram B. Lawrence, supernumer- 
ary, Warsaw;'corresponding secretary, Major Geo. W. Collins, 
surgeon, llth Regt., N. Y.; treasurer; Lt. D. Wilson.2d Bat., 
New York; chaplain, Capt. Newland Maynard, 47th Regt. 
Capt. Henry 8. uin presented his report as treasurer tor 
the past year. It showed that the receipts amounted to $907 
and the disbursements to . The convention adopted a 
large number of amendments to the code of more or less 
importance. These related to all manner ot details concern- 
ing the pay and equipment of various officers, as well as te 
method of discharging and re-enlisting members, etc. 

Col. Scott's motion to restore the law exempting old offi- 
cers from taxation was reported unfavorably by the com- 
mittee. Gen. McLeer ridiculed the proposition, which was 
finally tabled. A proposition to increase the term of service 
from five to seven years was rejected. After a lengthy and 
stubbornly contested fight the convention decided, by a vote 
of 40 for to 36 against, that it was expedient that all com- 
pany non-commissioned otticers should be sone instead 
of elected, as now. The convention took strong ground 
against enlisted men being detailed to brigade headquarters 
for signal corps or “ first aid to the injured” duty, but re- 
fused to farther the proposition of General McLeer that 
good men discharged for the good of the service should be 
credited with the time already served by them. The mem- 
bers of the association resolved themselve: into a committee 
of the whole te urge upon the member of the Legislature 
from their respective localities the necessity of appropriating 
$500,000 asa minimum allowance for the support of the Na- 
tional Guard during the current military —. 

Ansne the propositions submitted to the convention was 
Col. Gaylor’s, providing an allowance of $8a year for offi- 
cers who perform the requiced five parades during the year. 
A pro’ tion for a permanent adjutant general was made, 
and that adjutants, quartermasters and commissaries have 
the rank of captain, It was also proposed that judge advo- 
eates retire when courts-martial wish to del"')>rate, and that 
four gun batteries be allowed $1,000 per yur instead of $750 
and $1,250 per year to six gun bitteries. Col. Finkelmeier. 
of the 32d , asked that a silver bar instead of the pres- 
ent bronze dec oration be given to mar:.men qualifying for 
five years and over. 

General Chas. F. Robbins, General Inspector of Rifle Prac- 
tice, was appointed chairman of a commtttee to be appoint- 
ed by himself to select a new arm for the Guard. 

Hereatter the convention will be held between the Ist and 
15th of January. A reception to Gov. Hill, the brigade com- 
manders and members of the association was givea by Col. 
J. Vv. L. Pruyn.

THE review on the occasion of the marksman’s badge pre- 
sentation to the 13th, N. Y., on Monday evening, Jan. 31, was 
not an imposing one. The company fronts were only 12 files, 
which is remarkably small for an organization of this kind, 
nor was the passuge effected with precision such as we have 
witnessed in this regimeut on former occasions. The dis- 
tances in several instances were bad, the step irregular and 
the whole was not a success. A number of men who had 
been thrown out for equalization afterwards joined the 
raoks for dress but even this did not have the effeot 
of giving the reqiment an im appearance.

Twelfth New York.—OCol. J. H. Jones. 


FLUSHED with the success, especialy of the 2d battahon 
drill of the 12th New York, described in our last week's issue, 
several enthusiasts prophesied that the next drill (Cos. C, F 
and I) on the fullowing evening, Thursday, Jan. 27, would 
be the best of all. The prophets were mistaken, however. 
While the officers, doubtless, were as full of good intentions 
as those on any previous occasion, only a glance was 
necessury to show that the men fell asa rule short in mili- 
tary bearing, that the 2 lacked Cantitty and firmness, 
the pieces were not handled with snap, and distances not 
correctly observed. The captain of Co. C on this occasion 
hardly achieved as good results with his own men as he did 
on the night previous, when he acted as an auxilary officer, 
with a company who were strangers to him and his methods. 
The captain of Co. I, who bad the right, and was out for the 
first time in the season, did not seem to bave read up well, 
He certainly was frequently not certain as to the correct- 
neas of his actions, would hesitate in taking his positions, 
delay wovemeuts, and deprive the drill of that appearance 
of smoothness and exactness, which can only be attained 
when every movement is executed with the regularity of 
cloekwork, and everybody drops into bis proper > with 
promptuess without requiring to be prompted. The officers 
of the 12th in general military knowledge, standing, intelli- 
mee and appearance compare well with the best in the 
te service. Taking, on the contrary, the non-commis- 
sioned officers and comparing them, for instance, with those 
of the 22d, there isa vast difference in favor-of the latter. 
There are exceptions in every company of the 12th, and to 
those we do not refer, but as a rule the non-commissioned 
officers neither exhibit that smartness and tidinessin their 
appearance, nor in their movements that alertness, which 
are necessary for the makeup of a soldier, and which go so 
far towards building up an organization. As a rule, espe- 
cially the left guides were ay slow in coming on 
the line whenever the movement required it, and they were 
defective in the knowledge of their duties during the differ- 
ent wheelings, etc. The three companies were equali 
into four of 12 files front,and the movements of the first 
portion of the drill were similar to that of those of the drill 
of January, for which reason we did not take specific notes. 
The defect of this portion of it lay not so much in actual 
errors, as in the irregular appearance of the whole, due 
more to the actions of the men than that of the ofiicers. The 
colonel found it necessary to intimate tothe first captain 
that in ceneral aligninents the captains take their places on 
the flanks of their companies at the command guides on the 
line. (Par. 405, page 170.) 
The second portion of the drill was under command of Lt. 
C»)l. Heman Dowd, who began with a wheel from line into 
column of companies. A few pivot guides instead of stand- 
iug fast, turned with their companies, which is wrong ac- 
cording to the principles governipg wheels on fixed pivot, 
ete. (Par. 438 of the Tactics.) Io fact it seems from that 
paragraph that in all wheels from line into column of sub- 
division, whether on the march or froma halt, the pivot 
uides stand fast. Ina close column formation with the 
ttalion inverted the commander of the original right com- 
pany made the blunder of moving forward, but the mistake 
was rectified before any scrious confusiwn resulted. 
jovyment on 2d company, and a break into column of fours 
rom line by companies column left were fair, but a wheel 
into line by fours was executed with abominable distances. 
March in column of compen was Dey butin wheeling 
into line several! pivot gui negiec to stand fast.

Seventy-jirst New York.—Col. E. A. McAlpin, 


THE battalion drill on Tuesday, Feb. 1 (four companies of 
twelve files each), was the first we have seen in this armor 
for several years. While the drill, to say the least, turo 
out a remarkable one, it is but fair to say that it would not 
be just toexpect much ftom the regiment in the marching 
line, because there is hardly any room, and what little there 
is is divided into two compartments with half a dozen con- 
necting arches pot larger than ordinary doors. Through 
these the battalion has constantly to pass, leaving it at no 
time without obstacles, always running against something 
or other. Regular marching is, therefore, out of the ques- 
tion. We did not see the original formation, but from what 
was done afterwards it must have been a curious one. First 
came a general alignment. Lieut.-Col. A. D. Palmer, who 
was in command, gave bis orders from the front of the bat- 
talion irstead of going to the flank, according to par. 405, 
and directed the tw® general guides to face inwards, which 
instruction was wrong, | one should face in t 
direction of the flank where the colonel takes bis place. The 
company commanders did not take their positions at the 
command guides on the line, but waited until the command 
dress, and then those in the left wing at least went to the 
outside flanks of their companies, which mistake was not 
corrected by the instructor. One captain repeated the com- 
mand dress. At this point the instructor made the officers 
fall out and directed the Ist sergeants to marob eff their 
companies, Several of the Ist py seemed to be in 
doubt as to whether to take their positions as leading guides, 
and the mancuvre was consequently awkwardly performed. 
Ot course, the Ist sergeants acting as company commanders, 
the sergeants next in rank should have acted as guides. The 
formation which followed was no formation at all. The 
com pauies came on without regard to proper time or place, 
or pvusition of the colors, nor was any attention paid to the 
rules goyerums the timing of the support. 

While the next formation wasa littie better, yet the com- 

nies arrived gediy, with the color company inverted. 

be instructor, however, announced his satisfaction, and 
brought the ceers into place by makiog the color guard 
step to the front and dovetailing them in between the 2d 
aud 8d companies. This was not a skillful tactical mancu- 
vre, but we presume it answered the purpose. Why these 
f rmatious were put on the shoulders of the poor sergeauts 
is hardly clear, because the general awkwardness displayed 
by the officers before and atter these manceuvres rather in- 
dicated that a little instruction of this kind would have been 
a very proper thing in their cases. When an advance in line 
was ordered, the two general guides in placing themselyee 
in front first faced inward, but recove themselves in 
time for the command, March. At the command colors and 
guides post, the commander of the #¢ company came 
dodging out of the interval left by the color sergeant. 
How he came there and what he was doing there, isa mys- 
tery which no fellow can explain. After this the ranks were 
opened for the manual, which, by the numbers, was bad, but 
without the numbers, fair. 

The marching we pass over without criticism, so far as the 
men are concerned, muse they evidently did as well as 
they could, and loss of distance was unavoidable, It is diffi- 
cult to understand what good the almost interminable rush 
in double time, in through one arch and out through the 
other, without regularity or precision, could bring about, 
nor is it clear whence the instructor derived his authority 
for putting the battalion from a mark-time through the 
side step. We have recently said so much about the defects 
shown during the firings at other battalion drills, that we 
refrain from referring to the matter in detail, although the 
defects were more prominent here than at any drill wit- 
nessed elsewhere. 

In order to fire to the rear, it is not tactical to give the 
command about-face, and thus bring the rear rank in front, 
as was done here. To face an organization to the rear for 
such purp , the about-by-fours is prescribed in the Tac- 
tics,and ssould be adhered to. It was a queerly-handled 
and queerly-executed drill, but it demonstrated clearly that 
the officers sadly need to be put through a course of instruc- 
tion, and that tne instructor not read up well. He, how- 
ever, found occasion to congratulate the battalion on its 
progress over former years, and from this it seems to be a 
dificult matter to form an estimate as to what sort of bat- 
talion drilis must have taken place in times past.

ILLINOIS LABOR CONVENTION. 


SPRINGFIELD, Il!., Jan. 27.—Thcre wasa lively row in the 
State Labor Convention to-day when the Socialistic element 
proposed a protest against the establishment of a military 
postat Chicago.and made excitable 6 shes aainst a 
standingarmy. It brouxht the two ccntesting factions of 
the convention into a direct contlict, and both sides became 
as emphatic as circumstances would permit. Representative 
Rehrback, of Chicago, who occupied a seat as a Celegute, in- 
dorsed the protest as an Rwy ey of the standing army 
which he considered inimical to the interests of the laboring 
classes, and went out of his way to say that he bad had ex- 

verlence with soldiers and knew them to be good fellows 
Jost long enough to get money sufficient to take them from 
one town to another and get “full.” Theex-soldiers present 
resented the fling as a gratuitous insult and proceeded to sit 
down on the labor legislator in the most pronouncei and 
unrestrained manner. His remarks were c cterized as 
unworthy of a gentleman, uncalled for and offensive to 
propriety. Several excited veterans resented the imputa- 
tion and the anti-Socialistic element applauded their utter. 
ances enthusiastically. Two resolutions were introduced in 
the Laber Convention yesterday, which excited warm dis- 
cussion, The first protesting against the verdict in the An- 
archists’ cases and demauding a pew trial for them was de. 
cided out ot order by a vote of the convention, The other 
resolution, which was adopted, ran as follows: 

- In bis message to the Legislature, Gov. Oglesby 
says: ‘The many signs oft the willingness of portion of our 
people, especially ot incorporated wealth, to impatiently de- 
mand the use of the militia in all cases of threatened or real 
violence, without an effort to secure the protection of the 
jaw through the civil forms provided by law is an unpleas- 
ant augury, and one to be constant'y watched by the ardent 
friends of constitutional liberty. The fact that such incor- 
eo wealth can command a portion of the press to ma- 

ign, misrepresent and aim to intimidate any who feel ita 
solemn duty to execute the law by observing the law isa 
potent indication of no common evil;’ therefore be it 

“Resolved, That we most emphatically denounce thig 
growing tendency on the portof incorporated wealth ta 
— upon force for the purpose of intimidating the psople 
as inimical to the perpetuity of our institutions and calcu. 
lated to breed discontent and class hatreds, aca we further- 
more call upon the Legislature to investigate both the pro.

MASSACHUSETTS MILITIA. 


THE armory question troubles the Boston regiments as 
much asit does those of New York. $27,000 a year is ex- 
maed on the hire of militia quarters, which are “the 
nughing stock of all military men.who visit them.” The 
Herald argues that if this sum were properly expended it 
would provide for the erection of two buildings for the usé 
ot military companies—one at the North End and the other 
at the South End, In the Charlestowr district there are 
tour companies—two of the 5th and twoof tbe 9th Regi- 
ments. At the South End and in Koxbury there are several 
companies, while in the beart of the city there are several 
more, none of which would be inconvenieneed by this plan. 
It 1s surprising, says the Herald, * that we bave such a good 
military force, cousidering the circumstances under which 
they are obliged to work. Old and condemned school- 
houses and battered down buildings with narrow. miserable 
and dangerous stairways, aud in many instances cold, damp 
aod unhealtbful halls, make up the quarters. If the stand- 
ard ot the militia is to be retained, such things must be 
8 y done away with.

Tue Oregon Legislature is considering a militia bill which 
provides for the enrollment of ali able-bodied citizens in the 
militia of the State, to be divided into twe classes, the Na- 
tional Guard of Oregon, consisting of the uniformed and 
eoulpped force, and the Oregon Reserve Militia, consisting 
of those who do not to become active members of the 
urganized force, The organized force is to consist, in time 
of peace, of not more than 80 companies of Tofantry two 
companies of Cavalry,aud one battery of Light Artillery, 
each company to consist.of not leas than 40 or more than 60 
non-commissioned officers, musicians and privates. 

We observe that the Governor of Oregon, Sylvester Pen- 
nape. in bis inaugural address @mplains that the military 
officers are the only ones under bis control for the enforce- 
meat of the laws, and says: “It is notin accordance with 
the spirit of our institutions, the temper of our people, the 
traditions of our ancestors, or the instincts of freemen that 
laws uld be executed by the bayonet, Such « mode of 
executing the laws befits a despotism, but is a stigma to the 
government of a free people. Among English-speaking 
peo a government cannot long survive that has to be 
en up bv bayonets. The exercise of military wer 
for chlorcement of civil laws is always productive of 
more harm than good. American freemen will always obey 
just laws, and they cannot long be compelled to ew: an 
otber. Civil laws should always be enforced by ci ott. 
cers, There is, therefore, a necessity for Byrd may of a State 
civil officer of the peaco with control of other peace offi- 
cers and of the posse eomitatus to be under the control of the 
Governor for the execution of the laws when necessary, aud 
who will receive pay only at such times as he necessarily 
renders service.”

THE ARMIES OF EUROPE. 


Berore the Special Committee of the German 
Reichstag, sitting to discuss the Army bill, Major 
Huberding, of the War Ministry, recently delivered 
a voluminous report on the military forces of Ger- 
many, France, and Russia, According to his esti- 
mate, their relative strength on a peace footing are: 
Germany, 427,000 men; France, 471,000; Rusein, 614,- 
000, in Kurope alone. Proceeding to analyze the 
details of technica! organization, he stated the in- 
crease of the French Army since 1889 to be 23,000 
infantry, and said that the French artillery 1s now 
stronger by 450 guns than the German, and General 
Boulanger’s reorganization pinu provides for an 
annual increase of 23.000 recruits. ‘Turning then to 
the Russian Army, Major Huber.Jing computed the 
increave during the past six years at 108 reserve bat- 
tations, 104 squadrons, and pa gi batteries, 
besides a whole division, compléte in all arma, traus- 
ferred from the Caucasus to Wilna, near the Prus- 
sian frontier. The Major then proceeded to estimate 
in detail the comparative mulitary strength of the 
three countries ou a war footing. As to this part of 
the report, every member of the committee was 
pledged to secrecy; but some details of this confi- 
dential portion have already been allowed to trans- 
pire, and even the affectation of profound secrecy is 
not likely to be long maintained. 








THE TRIPLE EXPANSION ENGINE. 


Tue great difficulty encountered with this im- 
proved type of engine hitherto bas been the troable- 
some leakage and rapid deteriotution of the boilers 
owiug to the increased temperature of the steam 
and the feed-water still remuining at the low tem- 
perature which it bad with the ordinary compound 
engiue. This will be palpable if’ we state that the 
sensible temperature of’ steam at 75 tbs. absolute is 
307 deg. Fahrenheit, while at 165 lbs. absolute it is 
366 deg. Taking the average temperature of the 
feed-water in both cases, at 125.deg, it follows, that 
while in the former case the difference is only 182 
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deg., in the latter it is so seriously increased us to 
amount to 241 deg., which, while well known to the 
practical engineer. tells its own tale to the person 
whose pocket suffers—the shipowner. It is now a 
well-known fact that if the temperature of the 
water is, before it enters the boiler, raised io a high 
pitch, the following results are obtained, viz., a 
most important savivg of coal, the life of the boiler 
is lengthened owing tothe fact that there are no 
violent contrasts of temperature ocourring in it at 
the same time causing corresponding expansive 
strains, the saving of repairs te the boiler as it is 
not subjected to a severe stress, and the boiler is far 
cleaner owing to the fact that there is less deposit of 
salts from the sudden introduction of cocl water 
into that which is already heated, this resnit being 
due to improved circulation. The importance there- 
fore of heating the feed-water cannot be over-esti- 
mated, and the Admiralty have not lost sight of this 
as may be evidenced from the fact that feed-water 
heaters are supplied to several of the more import- 
ant men-of-war.—Broad Arrow. 


Tuer New York World says: ‘“ At about the time 
when the Bartholdi statue received its dedication 
there appeared in Hartford two bandsome officers 
of the French Army. They wandered through the 
Prati and Whitr.ey Works, examined Colt’s armory, 
praised the beauty of Connecticut girls and disap- 
peared. That wasall. Even Bismarck, with ali his 
patriotic vigor, could find but httle to disturb his 
watchful mind in such a harmless incident. But 
not long after a New York house ordered from one of 
the Hartford firms referred toasmall amount of com- 
plicated machinery. This machinery could be used 
for two different purposes. It could be madeavailable 
either in the mapufacture of sewing machines or in 
tbe production of rifles. This machinery was sent 
to France about Dec. 1. Furthermore, four or five 
other firms ip various parts of thecountry shipped 
to France about the same time machinery which 
was also nseful for either guns or sewing machines. 
Now the French Government, perhaps, may con- 
template a wholesale distrivution of sewing ma- 


chines among the poor of Paris, but the general im- 
pression seems to be that the machinery was not 
purchased for so desirable'an end. This theory is 
further strengtbened bv the fact that French offi- 
cers are not, as a class, devoted to the dissemination 
of sewing machines.” ° 








ENGLISH CAVALRY. 

Tue English Commander-iu-Chief in India has 
been directing his attention to the subject of cavalry 
training, and bas lately drawn up a set of regula 
tions for the guidance of commanding officers. His 
aim is to get the horses of the squadrons into such 
condition that a gallopin line for a mile with a 
gradually iocreasing pace. followed by an effective 
charge, should be easily performed witbout causing 
distress to any of the troop horses. This was the 
test to which Frederick the Great put all his cavalry 
regiments, and in more modern times a great au- 
thority (Von Schmidt) says: ‘The long gallop must 
be tbe end and aim of our instruction.” Ln order to 
bring horses to this efficient state, the followin 
programme of drills, etc., is to be strictly adher 
to, except when sanction’ for any change has been 
received from Army beadquarters. Oct., Nov., and 
Dec.: Regiments to be broken up for squadron in- 
struction, riding, and other drills, musketry, etz.. 
the whole of which must be completed by the end of 
the year. Jan.: Regimental movements; at least 
four parades a week. During the last week field 
movements to be practiced across country. Feb. 1 
to 15: Detached duties as follows—lIst day: A recon- 
naissancve from fourteen to sixteen miles, covering 
a front of from six to eight miles. Sketches and re- 
ports to be made by the different reconnoitring 
parties, and submitted eventually to Army head- 
quarters. Squadrons to bivouac for the night keep- 
iug up their communications. 2d day: Continue 
the feconnaissance, making a totaldistanoce of not 
less than thirty mules from the starting point. On 
completion of the recounaissance, squadrous to 
concentrate on one of the advance contact squad- 
rons and encamp. 3d and 4th duys: Outpost duties 
from daybreak on the 3d day,till noon on the 4th 
day. 65th day: March back to cantonments (30 
miles), taking all military precautions. 6th and 7th 








days: Halt. 8th, 9th, 10th, llth, 12th, 18th, and Mtb: 

A repetition of the above, but starting from canton- 

ments in a different direction. The remainder of 

the drill season to be devoted to oivalry brigade 

a (if possible) and to manceuvres with other 
ranches of the service. 

“Cold shoeing.” or the employment of machine- 
made horse shoes and nails in the English Army, has 
been for the last two years tried in the cavalry regi- 
ments at home with great success; and it is ex 
that this system will soon be established for all 
branches of the service. These machine made shoes 
admit of een I altered and fitted without the aid of 
heat, thus saving much time, hard work, and incon- 
venience. Nails being issued all ready for use, a 
horse can be shod in leas than one-fifth the time re- 
quired to make and apply aset of shoes under the 
old practice. The new system will admit of the 
rapid training of a large number of wen to shoe 
horses in afew months, where two or three years 
are now necessary. 








GENERAL BOULANGER'S POSITION, 


Tue Berlin Post (semi-official), in a leading article 
headed “On the Edge of the Knife,” says: “The 
position of General Boulanger is now not onl 
strengthened, but is becomiug unassailable. He is 
supported by radicul Chauviosts. He controls the 
peace loving m:.a328 also, because the lattér are uo- 
able to give au ace »ptable form to their wishes, find- 
ing their judgments confused by agitations of past 
years. This state of things can only be changed hy 
a temporizing government waiting for ahappy in- 
spiration to accept true peace.

He is the master of the situation te a degree 
that neither Tniers or Gambetta ever was. He can 
only govern the situatlog by keeping up the war- 
like impetus he has given to it.
